Beivg thus appointed wee ſer faile out of the ſound of Plimmenth, Novem. 157 
about five oftheclocke in the afternoone November 1 5, of the fame 
yeere, and running all thatnight Southweſt, by the rcorning wete come I oven 16e 
as farre as the Lyzard, where meeting the wind at Southwelt (quite con 
crarieto our intended comſe) we were forced, with 'our whole Fleet to 
put into Falmouth, - 

The next day, cowards eyening, there aroſe a ſtorme, continuing all Nov. 17.18, + 
that night, and the day following (cſpecially betweene ten of the clocke- 
in the ferenoone, and five in the afternoone) with ſuch violence, that 
though it werein a very good harbour, yet'two of our Ships (iT, ) the 
Admirall (wherein our Generall himſelfe went)'and the Marigold, were 
faine to cuttheir maine Maſts by board, and for the repairing of ther, 
and many other dammages in the tempeſt ſuſtained (as ſoone as the wez- 
ther would give leave) ro beare backe to Plimmourh againe, where wee :

The cauſe of this yiolence, was a defire which the King of Feſſe kad, 


eo underſiand what this Fleet was, whether any fore.runner ofthe Kings 1-577» -- 


of Portugall or no, and what newes of certainty the Fleet might give 
him, And therefore after that he was brought to the Kings preſence,and 
had reported thar they were Engliſhmen, bound for the Straights, under 
che conduct of Generall Drake, hee was ſent backe againe with a preſent 
co his Capraire, and offer of great courteſie and friendſhip, if hee would 
uſe his Country, Butin this meane time, the Generall being grieved with 
this ſhew of irjury, and intending, if he might, to recover or redeeme his 
man, his Pinnace being ready, landed his company, and marched ſome= 
what intothe Country, without any reſiſtance made againſt him : nei- 
ther would the Aſeores, by any mcanescome nighour men,rodeale _ 
chem any way ;-wherefore having made provition of wood, ag allo yi. \ 
fixed an old Fort, buile ſometime by the King of Portugall, but now ru.. 
ined by the King of Feſſe, wee departed December 31, towards (ape 
Blanck,, inſuch fort, that when Fry returned, hee found to his great 
griefe, that the Fleet was gone: bur yer, by the Kings favgur, hee was 
ſent home into England not long after, in an Engliſh Merchanes ſhip, 
Shortly after our putting forth of this [1arbour, wee were met with 
cotttrary windes and foule weather, which continuedtill che q. of [aux- 
ary : yet we {till held on our courſe, and the third day after, fell with Zan.

chandiſe our Generall would not deale, Bur they had alſo Amber. 
greece, with certaine Gummes of ſome cftimation, which they brought 
toexchange with our mcn for water (whereof they have great want) fo 
that comming with their A{forges (they are leatherne bags holding li- 
quor)to buy water, they cared not at what pricethey bought ir, fo they 
might have to quench their thirſt, A very heavie judgement of God up- 
on that Coaſt ! The circumſtances whereof conſidered, our Generall 
would receive nothing of them for water, but freely gave it then: chat 
came to him, yea and fed themalſo ordinarily with our victualls, in 
eating whereof, their manner wasnor onely unciyill, and unſightly to us, 
but even inhumane and loathſome in it ſelfe, | 

And having wafhed and trimd our ſhips, and diſcharged all our Spa- 
niſh priſes, excepting one (aunter (for which we gave to the owner one 
of our own ſhips, v7, the Chriſtopher) and one Carycll formerly bound 
to Saint [49% which we caufed to accompany us hither, where ſhe alſo 
was diſcharged ; after 6. dayes abodc here, wee departed, direAing our 
courſe for the Tlands of Cape Verde, where (if any where) we were of 
neceſſity to ſtore our Fleet with freſh water, for a long time, for that 
our Generall intended from taence, to runne a long courſe (even to the 
Coaſt of Brafil:) without touch of Land, And now, having the winde 
conſtant at North Eaft and Eaft North Eaſt, which is uſuall about thoſe 
parts, becauſe it bloweth almoft continually from the ſhoare, [avuary 
the 27. we coafted Bonaviſta, andthe next day after, we came to an. 
chor under the Wefter -_ (towards Saint [ago) of the Hand Afaro, it 
lycth in x5. deg, min. high Tand, faving that tne North. welt part ther- 
cheth our into the ſea, the ſpace of a league yery low, aud is inhabited by 
ſubj<Rsro the King of Portugal.

For when wee foundthe Spriags and Wells which hid beene there (ag 
appeared) Ropped up againe, and no other water, to purpoſe, tobe had 
to ſerye ourneed, we marched up to ſecke ſome nyoreconyenient place to 
ſupply our want, or at leaſt ro ſce whether the people would be dealt 
wirhall,to help us therein, In thistravelling, we found the ſoilero be yery 
fruitfull, having every where plenty of Figge Trees, with fruit upon 
molt oftkem. Bur in the vallies and low ground, where little low Cot. 
tages were built, were pleaſant Vineyards planted, bearingthen, ripe and 
moſt pleaſant Grapes, There were alſotall Trzes, without any branch 


eili che rop, which bare the Coco Nuts, There were alſo great ſtore of . 


certaine lower Trees, with long and broad leaves, bearing the fruit whick 
ehey call Plantanes, in cluſters rogether like Puddings, a moſt dainty and 
wholſome fruit, All of theſe Trees were eyen laden width fruit, ſome 
ready to be caten, others comming forward, others over-ripe, Neither 
can this ſeeme ftrange, though about rhe middeſt of Winter with us, for 
thac the Sunne doth neyer withdraw himſelfe farther off from thera, but 
that wich his lively heate, he quickaeth and ſtrengthneth che power of 
the ſoile ard plant ; neither ever have they any ſuch froſt and cold, as 
thereby ro looks their greene hew and appearance. | 
We found very good water in diveiſc places, but ſo farre off from the 
roade, that wee could not with any reaſonable paines enjoy it, The peo- 
le would by no means be induced to haye any conference with us, but 
| 636 in the moſt ſweet and fruirfull vallies among the hills, where 
their Townes and places of dwelling were, gave usleave without inter. 
ruption te rake our pleaſure in ſurveying the Iland, as they had ſome 
reaſon, not to endanger themſelyes, where they ſaw they could 
xeape nothing ſooner than dammage and ſhame, if they ſhould haye 
offered violence to them which came iu peace to doe them no wrovg 
at all, | 
This Iland yeeldeth other great commodities, 2s wonderfull heards of 
Soars, infinite ſtore of wild Hens, and falr without labour ( onely the 
gathering it together excepted) which continually in a maryellous quan. 
tity is increaſed upon the ſands by the flowing of the Sea, and the heat of 
the Sunne kerning the ſame, So that of the increaſe thereof they keepe a 
continuall trafficke with their Neighbours in the other adjacent lands,

whereof it is named ahe-Brave ]lang, beipg.a ſtorchouſeof many fruiteg. 
and commodities, as Figges alwayes ripe, Cocos, Plantons, Orcnges, 
Limons, Cotton, &c.. from the Bankes inc the Sea doe runne in many 
places the filver {ircames of ſweet. and. wholſome water, which wich 
Boatsor Pinnaces may eafily bee taken in. But there js no convenient 
place or road for rem unes [be any anchoring ar-all, For after long try- 
all,and otren caſting of leades, there could no ground be had ac en, An 
neither was it ever knowne ( as is reported ) that any line would fetch 
round in any place about that Ilang, So that the xop of Fogo burneth: 
notlo high in the aire, butthe root of Brava ( ſo is the Iland® called) is 
buried and quenched as low m the Seas... MS 

The onely Inhabitant of this Tland is an Heremire, as we ſuppoſe, for 
wee found no other houſes bur one, built as ir ſeemd for ſich a purpoſe; 
and he wasfo delighted in hisfol:tary living,that he would by no meanes 
abide our comming, bur fled, leaving bchind bim the relicks of his falſe 
worſhip ; ro wir, a croſſe, wirhacrucifix, an altar with his ſuperalear, 
aid certaine other idols of wood of rude workmanſhip. | 

Here wedilmifled the Portugals taken necre'Saint 7ago, and gave ro 
them inexchange of their old ſhip, eur new Pinnace built at e F/oga- 
dore, with wine. bread, and fiſh, for their proviſion, and fo ſeat them 
away, Febr. 1. 20 

Having thus viſited, as is declared, theTlands of {ape Verde, and pro- 
vided freſh water as wecould, the 2. of Feby, we departed thence, di. Febr. 2g 
re&ing onr courſe towards the Straighrs, ſo to paſſe into the Sourh ſea ; 


in which courſe we failed 63, dayes without ſight of Land ( pelig te 
es Sd

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Line EquineQall the 17, day of the ſame moeneth) till we fell with the 
coaft of Braſil, the 5, of Apri/ following. 

During which long paſſage on the yaſt Gulph, where nothing but ſea 
bencath us and aire above us was to beſecne, as our eyes did behold the 
wonderfull workes 6f God in his creatures, which he hath made imwe 
mcrable both fmall and great Beaſts, ' in the great and wide ſeas : fo 
did our mourhes taſte, and our natures feed on the goodnefſe thereof in 
ſuch fulneſſe at all times, and in every place, as if he had commanded and 
engoyned the moſt profitable and glorious workes of his hands to waite 
upon us, not alone for' the reliefe of our neceſhties, but alſoto give us 
delight in the contemplation of his excellencie, in bcholdirg the yaricty 
and oxder of his providence, with a particular caſte of his Reherly Care 
oycrus all the while, | 

Thetruth js, wee often met with adgerſe windes, unwelcome ſtormes, 
and to us _ time) lefle welcome calmes, and being as it were inthe 
boſome of the burning Zone,we felt the effe&s of ſulcring hear, yor withe 
our the affrights of flafhing Lighenings, and terrifyings of often claps of 
Thunder; yet (till with t airnixtire of many comforts. For this wee 


could nor but take notice of, that whereas we were but badly furniſhed 


(our caſe conſidered) of freſh water (having never at all watred (to any 
purpoſe, or chat we could ſay we were much the berrer for it) from our 
firſt ſetting forth our of Exgland till this time, nor meeting with any 

lace where we might conyeniently water, till oux comming to the Riyce 
of Plate, long after) continually, after once we were come within foure 


degrees of the Line onthis fide, viJ, after by. 10,andrill we were paſt 


the Lineas many degrees towards the South, 17, till Febr, 27, there 
was no oneday went over us, but we received ſome raine, whereby our 
want of water was much ſupplyed, 

This alſo was obſeryable,that of our whole Fleet, being now 6,in num< 
ber, notwithſtanding the uncourhnefe of the way, and what ever other 
difficulties, by weather or otherwiſe we mer withall, not any one, in all 
this ſpace, lolt company ofthereſt ;excepr onely our Portugal prize for 
oncday, who « Harch 28, was ſeyered from us, but the & following 
Merch 29. ſhe found us againe, to both her own, and ourno little come 
fort : ſhe had in her 28. of our men, and the beſt part of all our proviſion 
for drinke; her ſhort abſence cauſed much doubring and ſorrow inthe 
wholecompany,neither could ſhethen have been finally loſt, without th 
overthrow of the whole Voyage, 

Among the many ſtrange creatures which wee ſaw, wee tooke heed- 
Full notice of one, as ſtravge as any to wit, the flying Fiſh, a fiſh -

tengrth an inch more or lefle, doe continually exerciſerhemſelyes in both 
eheir faculties of narure 3 wherein, if the Lord had not made themexpert 
indeed, their generation could nothaye continued, being Todefired a prey 
to fo many, which greedily hunt after them, forcing them to eſcape in 
the ayreby flighr, when they cannot inthe waters live in ſafety, Neicher 
are they alwayes free, or without danger, in their flying; but as they 
eſcape oneevill, by refuſing the waters, ſo they ſometimes fall into as 
great miſchicfe, by mounting up imo the ayre, and thar, by meanes of a 
great and m_ fowle, pamcd of ſome a Don or Spurkite, Who fee. 
divg chiefly, on ſuch fiſh as he can come by atadvantage, in cheirſwim< 
ming in che brim ofthe waters, or leaping above the ſame, preſently ſci.

cogether;ro get freſh warer which is of continuall uſe z and to refreſh our

ſhippes, riding withoue, were {o opprefled with che extremity of the 
ftorme, that they were forced to runne off to Sea for their owne ſafe- 
guard, being in good hope onely of the goad ſuccefle of that ſhippe, 
which was gone igto relicye our Generall ; before this ſtorme aroſe, 
-our Caunter, formerly loſt, was come in the fame day unto us into the

dexate, bur the Fleet out of fight, our Generall derexmined to goe n+ 
ſhoare, to this eqd, that he mighr, by making ot fires, give fignes to the

Inthis place (the people bring removed up into the Country, belike 
for feare of our comming) wee found neere unto the Rockes, in houſes 
made for that purpole, as alſo in divers other places, great ftore of O. 
ftrictes, at leaſt cothe number of 50. with-much other towle; ſome dri« 
ed and ſome in drying for their proviſion, as it ſeemed, to carry with 
thery to the place of their dwellings. The Oſtriches chighes were in big. 
neſſe equall ro reaſonable legs of Mutron, they cannot flye at all ; bur 
they runne fo ſwiftly, and rake o long ſtrides, thar it 15 not poſſible for 
a man in running by any mcanes to take them, ncicher yer to come fo 
nigh them, as to have any ſhor at chem either with bow or piece: wheres 
of our men had often proofe on other parts of that coalt, for all the 
Country isfull of them z we found there the tooles or inftruments which 
the people uſe it-taking them, 

Among other meanes they uſe in betraying theſe Oftriches, they 
have a grear and large plume of feathers, orderly compat rogether upon 
the end of a ſtaffe; in the fore part bearing the likenefle of che head, 
necke,aud bulk of an Oftrichz and 1 gh hinder part;preadivgig lfe que 
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large, ſufficient{(being holden before him) to hide the moſt part of 
the body of a man; Wirh this it ſeemeth they aulke, driving them into 
ſomeftraire or necke of land cloſe to the Sea fide ; where ſpreading long 
and trons Nets, with their Dogges which they have in readinefle at all 
times, they overthrow them, and make a common quarry. The Country 
is very pleaſant, and ſeemeth to bea fruirfull ſoyle, 

Being afterwards driven to fall with this place againe, wee had grear 
acquaintance and familiarity with the pedple, who rejoyced greatly in 
our comming, and in our friendfhip, in that wee had done them no 
harme, Bur becauſe this place was no fit or convenient harbour tor vs, 
to doe our neceſſary buſinefle; neither yet ro make proviſion, of ſuch 
things as we wanted, as water, wood, and ſuch like, we.depanted thence 
the CO of May. 

Ac our departure hence, we held our courſe South and by Weſt, and 
made abour 9. _—_— 24. houres; bearing very little ſayle, that our 
Fleer might the eaſier get up with us, which by reaſon of the contrary 
winds, were caft a fterne of us. 

In 47. drg. 30. mit. we found a Bay, which-was faire, ſafe, and bene. 
ficiall to us, very neceffary for our ulc ; into which we haled, and> ane 
chored May 17. andthe next day Aſay 18, wee came further into the 
ſame Bay, where wee caſt anchor, . and made our abode full fiftcene 
dayes, 

Theveryf rt day of our arrivall here,oor Generall having ſer things i12 
ſome onter for the diſpatch of our neeeffaty buſinefſe, being moſt care» 
full for his rwo ſhips which were wanting, ſent torthto the Sonthward, 
Capraine Winter in the Elizabeth Vice- Admirall, himſclte in the Admi.

ble chemin rheircravell, they knit ir up with a roll of Ofttrich teachers, 
ufiog the fame tolls and hairetegether for a quiver fortheir Arrowes, 
and for a ftore-houſe, in which they carry the moſt things which they 
carry abourthem. Some of them within theſe rolls ticke oncirher fide 
ob their heads (for 2 figne of honour intheir perſons) alarge and plaine 
feather ſhewing like bornes afarreoff 3 So that ſuch a-head-upon 2 naked 
_ '( if Devils doc appraze with hornes) might very nigh reſemble 
Their whole bravery and ſerting out themſelyes anderh in painti 
their bodies with divers colours, and ſuch workes as can deviſes 
Some walhtheir faces with fulphure, or ſame ſuch like ſubRance : ſome 
painttheir whole bodies blacke, leaving onely their neckes behind and 
before whire, nuch like our Damoſels that weare heir ſquares, their 
neckes and-breafts naked.. Some paint one ſhoulder blacke, anocher 
-white; and their fides and legs interchangeably, withthe ſame coulours, 
-one ftillcontrary'eq the other: the blacke part bath ſer upon.it white 
Moeones, and the whice-part blacke Sunnes, -being the markes apdcha- 
TaQers of theirgods,'as is before noted,

be bold with our Generall as with a Father, and with us as with Bree 
thien and their neereſt friends; neither ſeemed their love lefle towards us, 
One of the-chicfeſt among then? having on a time received acap off our 
Generalls: head, which he did daily weare, remaying himfſelfe but a 
lictle from us, with an Arrow pierced his legge deepely, cauſing the 
bloodto ſtreame out upon the ground: ſipnifying thereby, how. un« 
feiznedly hee loved him, and'giving therein a covenant of peace 5 The 
number of men which here did trequent our company, were about fifty 


prrſons. Within inthe Southermoſt part of this Bay, there is a River | 


of freſh: water, with a great many profitable Ilands ; of which; ſome 
have alwayes ſuch, flore of Seales or Sea.wolvesas were able4o-main- 
tainea huge Army of men. Other Jlands-beingimany and great, ate fo

Here our Generall on good adyiſe-derermined co alter his courſe, and 
eurne his ſterne to the Northward againe, if happily God would grane 
we mighc-figde our ſhip and friends whom we leſt in the grear tore, 
asigbeforefiid, Foralmuch as(if we ſhould enter the Straight without 


chem inour company) it muſtneeds goc hard with them; and :we alſs 


in the meane time as well by their abſence, as by the uncertainty of cheir 
Rate, muſt needs receive no ſmall diſcomfort, 

- And therefore 7xve 18. in the morning putting to Sea againe, with 
hearty and: often prayers wee joyned watchfull induſtry co ſerve Gods 
good providence ;'and held on our purpoſe to run backe toward the Line 


Intohe fame height, in which they were fieſt difſevered from us. 


The 19. day off une toward night, have fayted within a few leagues 
of Port Saint 7ulian, we had ou Tis in fight : for which we gave God 
thankes with moſt joyfull mi And foraſmuch as the ſhip was farre 
out 'of order, and very leake, by reaſon of extremity of weather which 
ſhe had endured, aſwell before her leofiog company as-y> her abſence ; 
our Generall thought good to. beare into Port Saint Falien with his 
Fleer, becauſe ir was (o nigh at hand -and ſo convenient a place ; inten» 
ding there to refreſh his wearied men, and cheriſh them which had in 
their abſence rafted ſuch bitterneflle of diſcomfort, beſides the wane of 
Ro whichthey fuftained, 'd TE |: 308 

Thus the next day the 20. of /xve We entred Port Saint. [n/a 
which ſtandeth in 49, deg.30.min, and hath on the South fide of the har. 
bour piked Rockes like Towers, and within the harbour many Itands, 
which you may ride hardaboard of, but in going in you muft borrow 
ofthe North ſhoare, - ' © + þ dz, 


- - Being now.come to anchor; and all things fiteed and made fafe aboard, 


our Generall with certaine of his company, (viz, T bowas Drake his 
Brother, John T bowas, Rebere Winter, Oliver the Maſter Gunner, 
John Brewery, and T homas Hood) fune 22, rowed. further in with a 
Boatto find out ſome convenient place which might yeeld us freſh wa- 
ter, during thetime of our abede there; and furniſh us with ſupply far 
proviſion, to take to ſea'wich us arour departure, Which worke as it 
was of great neceſfity,-and therefore caretully to be performed ; {o did 
not hee thinke himfelfe diſcharged of his duty, if hee himſelfe beftowed 
notthe firſt travell therein, as his uſe was at all timesin all ecbex things, 
belongingo the relieving ofour wams, and the maintenance of our good 
eftate, by the ſupply of what waz acedtull, Breſencly upen his. landing 
e 
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hee was viſited by two ofthe I:ihabitants of ch» place whom Mag el. 
lane named Patagons, or rather Pentagonrs trom cher huye {tarure, and 
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firength propornonable; Theſe as they ſeemed greatiy ror yoyce at hig 


arrivall, (o © they ſhew themſelves very famihar, receiving at ovr Ge-= 
neralls hands whatſoever he gave thery, and taking greatpleaſine in ſe. 
ing Maſter Oliver the Maſter Gunner of che Admirall, te ſhoot an En» 
gliſh Arrow : trying with him to ſhoot at length, but came nothing 
nzere him, 

Not long after, came one more of the ſme lafte, bur of a ſowreer 
ſorr, for he, miſliking of the familiaricy which his tellowes had uſed, 
ſeemed very angry wich them, and ftrove carneſtly ro withdraw them, 
and to turnethem to become our enemies ; which our Generall with his 
men not ſuſpeCing in them, uſed them as before ; and one Maſter  Ro- 
bert Winter, thinking of pleaſure to ſhoot an Arrow at length, as Maſter 
Oliver had done before, that he which came laſt alſo might have a ſight 
thereof, the firing of his Bow brake ; which, as before it was a texreur 
unto them, ſo now broken, it gaye them great encourageinent, and bold. 
nefle, and as they thought, great adyantage ia their trecherous intazit and 
purpoſe; not imagining-that our Callivers, $words, and Targets, were 
any munition or Weapons of watte, 

In which perſwaſion (as the Generall with his company were, quietly 
withoue any ſuſpition of evill, going downe towards his Boat) hey ſud. 
denly being prepared, and gotten by ſtealth behind them, ſhot their Ar= 
rowes; and chiefly at him which had the Bow, not ſuffering him te 
ſtring the ſame againe, which he was about to haye done, as well as hee 
could : but being wounded in the ſhoulder at the firft ſhot, and turvi 
about, was ſped with an Arrow, which pierced his lunges, yer hee fel 
not, But the Maſter Gunner, being ready to ſhoot offhis Calliver,which 
tooke not fire in ——_— was preſently {laine out-right, In this 
extremity, if our Generall had not beene both expert in ſych affaires, able 
to judge, and give preſent dire&ion in the danger thereof, and had nor 
valiancly chruſt himſclfe into thedance, againſt theſe Monſters, there had 
no one of our men, that there were landed Eſcaped with life, Hee there- 
fore, giving order that no man ſhould keepe any certaine ground, bur 
ſhift from place te place, encroaching fill upon the enemie, uſing their 
Targets, and other weapons for the defence oftheir bodies, and thatthey 
ſhould breake ſo many Arrowes, as by any meanes they could coche by, 
being ſhot at them; wherein he himſelfe was very diligent, and carc- 
full alſo in calling on them, knowing that their Arrowes being once 
ſpent they have theſe —_—_ their deyotion and pleaſure,

to kill or ſave, and this order being accordingly taken, himſclfe] fey 


with a good courage and truſt in the-rrue and hving God, taking and 
ſhooting off the ſaine Peece, which the Gunner cou d not make to take 
fie, diipatched the firſt beginner of the quarrell, the ſame man which 
flew our Maſter Gunner, For the Peece being charged with a huller, 
and haile ſhot, and well aimed, tare out his belly and guts, with grear 
torment, as it ſeerned by his cry, which was fo hideous and horrible a 
roare, as if ten Bulls had joyned together in roaring, wherewith the: 
courage of his partners was ſo abated, and their hearts appaled, that nots 
withitanding, divers of their fellowes and Country-men appeared out 
ot the woods, on each fide : yer they were glad, by flyi 'g away, to: 
fave. theryſelves,,. quietly ſuffering our men either to depart or ſay, 
Our Generall choſe-rarhes to. depart, than to take further reuenge of 
them,. which row hee might, by realon of his wounded mar, whom - 
for many good parts hee loved dearely ; and therefore would rather 
have ſaved him, chan flaine an hundred enemies, bur being paſbre. 
covery., hce dycd the ſecond day, atter his bewg brought aboord-. 
inc, | 
The: vightour Mafter Ganners body being left aſhoare, for the ſpee. 
dier bringing of the other aboord,our Generall himſelfthe next day, with. 
his. Boar wellappointed, rerurncd ro the ſheare, to ferch it hkewiſe: 
which chey found lying where it was left, but (tripr of his uppermoſt 
nt, and having4n Engliſh Arrow fuck in hvs right eye.

-hereafter, For the lofſe of their friends ( the remembrance whereof is 


their poſterity) breedeth an old grudge, which will not eafily be forgor, 
zen, wich ſo quarre{ome and revengefull a people,” Notwithſtandi: 
the terrour which they had conceived of us, did henceforward ſo quenck 
their heate, and take downe their edge, that they both forgatezeverge, 
aud ſeeming by their countenance, to repent them of the wrong they had 
oftered us, that meant them no harme, ſuffered us ro doe what we would, 
the whole ſpace ef ewo moneths atter this, without any intereuption or 
moleſtation by them, and it may perhaps bee a meanes, to breed a 
peace in that people, rowards all chat may hereafter chis, come that 
way. 

To this evill, thus received atthehandsof Infidels, there was adjoyn-

T hcſe plots had beene laid before the Voyage began in E»g/and.: the 
very modell of them was ſhewed, and declared to our Generall in his 
Gardenat Pl;mwmont h betore his ſerting ſayle, which yer he either would 
not credit, as true or likely, of a perſon whom he loved ſo deately, and 
was perſwaded of to love bim likewiſe unfainedly, or thought by loye 
and benefits, to remoye and remedy it, if. chere were any eval purpoſes 

conceived againſt him, 

And therefoxe, he did not onely continue (co this ſuſpe&ed and ac- 
cuſed perſon) all countenanee, credir, and courtefies, which he was wont 
to ſhew and give him ; but encreaſed them, ay him in a-mauner as 
another himſrife, and as his moſt inmoſt fiiends lodging him with 
himſelfe.z giving him the ſecond place, in all companies, in his pre- 
ſence; leaving in his hard, the ſtate as it were of his ewne perſon,

In that the heat ef ambicion was not yet allayed, nor could be quenched, 
as ic ſeemed, but by blood ; and that the manifold praRtiſes grew daily 
more and more, eyen to extremities ; hee thought it high time, ro call - 
theſe praQiſes into queſtion, before it were too late, tocall any queſtion. 
of them into _ And therefore ſerting good watch over him, and 


' affembliog all his Captaines, and Gentlemen of his company together ; 


hee propounded to them, the good parts which were in the Geneleman, 


| thegreat good will, and inward affeQion, more than brotherly, which 


he had ever, fince his firſt acquaintance borne him, not omitting the re. 
ſpe& which was had of him, among no meane perſonages in England ; 
and afterwards delivered the Letters, which were written to him, with 
the particulars from time te time, which had: beene obſerved, not fo 
much by himſelfe, as by his good friends ; not onely at Sea, but eyen 
at Pliyymonth; not bare words; but writings; ror writirgs alone, bue - 
aQions, tending to the overthrow of the ſervice in hand, and making _ 
away of his perſon. 

Proofes were required and loaged, ſo-many, .and fo evident, that the . 
Gentleman himſelfe, firicken with remorſe of his inconfiderate and un- 
kind dealing, acknowledged himſelfeto haye deſerved death, yea many +. 
deaths; for that he conſpired, not onely the oyenthrew ofthe ation, but 
ofthe principsll ator alſo, who was not a ſtranger or ill-willer, bur « 
deare and true friend unto him : and therefore in a greatafſembly openly 
beſoughe thers, in whoſe hands Tuſtice reſted, ro take-ſome order for - 
him ; that he mightnor be compelled, to enferce his owne hands, againſt - 
his owne bowels, or otherwiſe ro become his owne executioner, 

The admiration and altoniſhment hereat,in all the hearers, even thoſe 
which were his neereft friends. and moſt affected him was great, yea 
inthoſe, which for many benefits received from him, had good cauſe ro - 
love him : Bur yer the Generall was moſt of all diftrated ; and there= 
fore withdrew himfelfe, as not able to conceale his tender afteRion, re. - 
quiring them, . that had heard.thewhole matter, co: give their judge. 
ments, as they-would anorher dayanſwer it unto their Prince, and unto 
Almighty God, =_ e of all the earth, Therefore they all, above 4o. in

This judgement, and as it were af{e; was held a land, in one of the 
Wands of thac Portz which afterwards, in memory hereof was called, 
the lland of Tx juſtice and judgements . 

Now after this yerdict was i zeturned unto our Generall ( unto 
whom, for his company, her Majeſty before his departure, had commir- 
ted her. Sword, to uſe for his ſafety, with this word, Wee doe acrount + 
that be Which ſtriketh at thee, Drake, triketh at #« ) hee called for 
the guilcy party, and cauſed to be read unto him, the (eyerall verdity 
which were written, and pronounced of him, which being acknowled= 
ged forthe moſt part (for none had given heavier ſentence againſt him, 
then he had given againtt hinſelfe ) our Generall propoſed unto bim this - 
choice : IVherber he Would take, tobe executed mm this T'and ? or to bee 
fet aland on the maine ? or returne into England, there to anſwer his - 
derd before the Lords of her « Majefties Conncell ? 

He moſt humbly thanked the Generall for his clemencie, extendedto« 
wards him in ſuch ample ſort : and craving ſome reſpit, to conſult theree - 
On, and ſo make his choiſe adviſedly : the next day he returned this an- 
{wer : That, eMlbeir be had yeclded in his heart, to entertaine ſo great - 
a ſinne;, as Whereof now he Was juitly condemned: yet hee had a care, 
ard that excelling all other eaves, to dye a Chriſtian man, that. What- - 
ſerver did become of his clay body, bee might-yet remaine aſſured of an 
eternall inheritanee, in « farre bitter life, T his hee feared, if be ſhould 
be ſet aland among Infidels, bow he ſhould be'able to maintaine this aſ- 

' ſurance, feeling im hu owne frailty, bow mighty the contagion us of 
lewd cuftome, And therefore he. beſought the Generall moſt earneſtly, 

.. that he would yet have a care, ard regard of his ſaule ; and never jeo. 
pard it among it heathen and ſavage Infidels, If he ſhould returne into 
England, be muſt firſt have a ſhip, and-men to conautt it, with ſufficient * 
wvittuals : two of which though they were had, yet for the third, hee 
thought no man Would accompany him, in ſo bad a mefage to /o vile an © 
5ſſne, from ſo honorable a ſervice, But if that there Were, Which conld ine + 
ance their minds , to returne Wwth hin; yet the very ſhame of the return, + 
Would be ar death; or grievonſer if it Were poſſible : becauſe be ſhould be 

Jo long « dying, and dye fe often, T herefore he profeſſed, that with all 

dye-bcart, he did embrace the firſt branch of the Grneralls proffer ; de- 
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fnnrnnnnmmmmmm ſIYHg onely this favour, that they might recerve the holy Communi-1, 
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once againe together before his death; and that he might not dye, other 
than a Gentleman; death; os 
*Though fimdry' reaſons weteuſed by many;"to perſwade him totake 
cither of the other wayes ; yet when he remained 'refohune in his former 
determination, both parts of his laſt requeſt were granted : and the nexc 
convenient day, a Communion was celebraced, by Maſter Francis 
Flercher, Preacher and Paſtorof the Fleet at that time. The General 
himſelfe cominunicared in this facred Ordinance, with this condemned

Afﬀeer dinner, all things being broughe-in a readinefie, by him that 
ſupplyed the roome of the Provoſt Marſhall z withour any dallying, or 
delayingrhe time, he came forth, and kneeled downe, pteparing at once,

they from the Sunne, and neerec the. cold, wee might happily be over- 
caken wich ſome greater danger of fickneſſe, But God giving men leave 
to purpoſe, reſeryeth to himſelfe the diſpoſition of all things: making 
their intents of none cffc&, or changing their meanings oft times

For September 7, the ſecond day after our entrance into the Soiich Sepremb. 7s.

1n the time of this incredible ſtorme the 15, of Seprember the Moone Septemb. 190

by his @wne travell, or ſhallunderftand, by other travellers, more par- 
tieulars to confirme his minde herein. 

Now as we were fallen to che uttermoſt part oftheſe Ilands OZob.28, 
our tronbles did make an end, the Rorme ceaſed, and all ourcalamities 
{ onel mer erat 6 2 wanna, as ifGod,all 
this while, by his ſecret providence, us comake this diſcovery; 
which being made, ing to his will be ſtayed his hand, as pleaſed 
his majeſtic therein,and us a8 his ſervants, 

Ar theſe Southerly parts wee found the night, in the latter end of 
OFSoher, to be bur 2. houres long : the ſune being yet aboye 5. degrees 
diſtant from the Tropicke : ſo that it ſeemeth, being inthe Tropick, to 
leave very licrle, or nonight arell in that place, 

There be few of all Hands, but have ſome inhabitants, whoſe 
manners, apparrell, houſes, canowes and meanes of living, is like unto 
thoſe ly ſpoken ofa little before our departure out ofthe fraig ht. 
To all theſe Jlands, did our Generall give one name, to Wit Eliz4-

Thence ( having furniſhed our ſelyes to our cement) wee continued 
eur courſe A\ ovember 1, ftill Northwett, as wee had formerly done,bue 
in going on, we foone eſpied, that we might eaſily haye beene decciveds 
and therefore caſting about, and Reering upon anther point, wee found 

that the general! Mappes did erre from the truth, ia ſeeting downe the 
coaſt of Perw, for 12. dep, at leaft co the Northward, of the ſuppoſed 
ftraite ; no lefle than is the Northweſt point of the compaſle, ditfereny 
from the Northea(}, perceiving hereby, that no man, had ever by travell 
diſcovered any part ef theſe 12. deg, and therefore the ſetters forth of 
ſuch deſcriptions, arenot tobe truſted ; much lefſe honoured in their 
falſe and fraudulent conje Rures z which they uſe, not in this alone, but 
-in divers other points of no {mall importance, 

We found this part of Pery,all alongftto the height of Lima, which is 
13. dep. South of the Line, to be mountainous and very barren, withour 
water or wood, for the moſt part, except incertaine places, inhabited 
by the Spaniards, and few ethers, which are very fruitfull and come 
modqiois, 

Aﬀecr we were once againe thus fallen with the land, we continually 
coalted alorg, till we came to the height of 37. deg. or thereabout : and 
finding no couvenienc place of abode, nor likelihood to heare any newes 
of orr ſhips, wee ran off againe with an land, which lay in fight,named 
of the Spaniards Aſucho, by reaſon of the greatnefſe and large circuit 
ehcreof, 

Acthis land comming to wchor, November 25, wefound ir to be a Novew-255 
frunfull place, and well Pored with ſundry forts SP 2 as 7 
Sheepe and other Catrell, Maize which is a kindeo Graine whereof 
they make bread, Pocatoes, with ſich other rootes : beſides thar, ir is 

 thoughtto be wonderfull rich in gol4,and to want no goodthing for the 
uſe of mans life, The Inhabirants are ſuch Indians, as by: the crucH and 
molt extreme dealing of the Spaniards, haye beene driven to flye from 
the main*, here to relieve and forrifie themſelyes, With this people, our 
Generall thought it meet co trafficke, for freſh yiuals and water: and 
for that cauſe, the very ſame night of our arrivallthere, himſclfe with dis 
vers of his company went aſhoare,to whom the people with great cour- 
teſie came downe, bringing with them ſuch frunsand other viAtualls as

Novem 26. The next day therefore very carly in rhe moxving, (all things being 


made ready fortraffique, as allo veſſels prepared cobriug the water) our 
Generall. taking great care for ſo neceſſary proviſion, repaired tothe 
ſhoarg againe , and ſetting-a land ewo of his men, ſent them with 
their Berricoes to the watering place, afſigned the night before, Who 
having peaceably paſt en halfe the way , were then with no ſmall vio, 
letce ſer upon by thoſe traiterous people, and ſuddenly flaine : And 
tothe endthat our Geaerall with che reft of his company ſhould nor 
onely bee tayed from reſcuing them, but alſo wight fall (if it were 
poſſible) into their hayds in like mauney, they had layed cloſely bes 
hind the rockes ati ambuſhment of (as we guefled ) about $00, men, 
armed & well append for ſuch'a miſchiefe. Who ſuddenly atcemp= 
ting their purpole ( the rocks being very dangerous for the Boat, and 
the Sca-gate exceeding preat )- by ſhooting their arrowes hurt and 
wounded eyery one. of our men, before they could free themſelycs,

-Waunded in the head, The reſt, being nine perſons in the boate, were 
deadly wounded in divers parts of their bodies, if God almoſt miracu. 
eulouſly had not giyen cure to the ſame, For our chicke Surgeon bea 
ing dead, and the other abſeng by the loſſe of our Vice-admirall, and 
Moving none left us-hut a boy, whoſe good 'will was mote. then any 
akill hee had, wee were little better then alregerher, deſtinne. of ſuch 
cuntiing and helpes.as fo grievous a ſtateof ſo many wounded bodies 
did require. Notwithſtanding God, by the good 2dvice-of our Ge- 
nerall, and rhe diligent purting to of every maus help, did give ſuch

Theſe Sheepe hayeneckes like Camels; their heads beg, ——————_ 
rivg a reaſonable reſemblance of another ſheepe, The Spaniards uſe them 
co great profit, Their wooll is exceeding fine, their fleſh good meat, 
their encreaſe ordinary, and beſides they ſupply che roomeg of horles for 
burthen or trayell 2 yea they ſerye to carry over the Mountaines, marye- 
lous loades, for 300. leagues together, where no other carriage can bee 
made bur by them onely, Hereabout, as alſo all along, and up into the 
Country throughoutthe Proyince of Cysko,the common gyound where- 
ſqever it be taken vp, in every hundred pound weight of cath, yeelderh 
25- 5, of pure ſilver, after the rate of a crowne an ounce, | 
The next place likely to afford us any newesof our ſhips ( for in all 
this way fromthe height where wee builded our Pinnace, there was no 
Bay or harbour at all for ſhipping) was the port ofthe Towne of Arica, Þ” 
Randing in 20, deg. whicher we arrived the 7. of February; This Town Febr. 
ſeemed ro us to ſtand in the moſt fruitfull ſoile that wee ſav all alongft 
theſe coaſts: both for that it is ſituate in the mouth of a molt pleaſane 
and fertile valley, abounding wirh all good things ; as allo in that it hath 
continuall trade of ſhipping, as well trom Lyma as from all other parts 
of Per, It is inhabited by the Spaniards, In two Barkes here, we found 
ſame forty and odde barres of filyer (of the bignefſe and fAafhion of a 
brickbar, and in weight cach of them about 20, pounds) of which'wee 
tooke the burthen on our ſelves ro eaſe chem, and ſo depaxted cowards 
(howley ; with which wee fell the ſecond day following, iJ. Feb. 9. Febr; FN 
and in our way to Lima,we met with another Barke at Ariquepawhich © 
had begun to load ſome filyer and gold, but haying had (as it ſeemed 
from erica by land) ſomenotice of our comming, had unloaden the 
fame againe before our arrivall, Yet in this our paſſage we met another $ 
Barke ck with linnen : ſome of which we thought might ſtand us in þ 
ſome ficad, and therefore tooke it with us. : - | FJ 
At Lime wee arrived Febru, 15, and notwithſlandingthe Spaniards le! as y 
forces, though they had thirty ſhips at that preſeatin harbour there, ms The 
whereof 17, (moſt of them the eſpeciall ſhips in all the South ſea) were 
ſully ready, we entred and anchored all night in the middeſt of them, in 
the Calao : and might have made more ſpoile amongſt them in few 
houres, if wee had beene affeAted to revenge, than the Spapiard could IF 
have recovered againe in many yeeres, But wee had more care to | a 
get up that company which hee had fo long mift, than to xecompence | 
their cruel an hard dealing by pp eyen requitall , which now w_

Here albeit no gocd newes of our ſhips could bee had, yet got wee 
the ewes of ſome things that ſeemed ro comfort, if not to counteryaile 
our travels thirher, as namely, char in rhe ſhip of one e.X/ichaet Angell 
there, rhere were 1500. barres of plate, beſides fome other things ( 2s 
ſilkes, linnen, and 1m one a chefl fill of royalsof plate) which might 
tand us in ſome Read in the other ſhips; aboard whom we made ſome. | 
What bold to þ'd eur ſelyes welcome, Here alſo wee heardthie report of 
ſorre things that had befallen in and neexe Europe, fince our departure 
thence, In particularofthe death of ſome great perſonages: as, the King 
of Portugall, and both the Kings of Aforocco and Feſſe, dead all three - 
in one day: at one battell : Thedeath of the King of France, and the 
Pope of Reme : Whoſe abominations as they arc in part cut off from 
ſome Chriftian Kingdomes, where his ſhame is manifett, ſo dee his yaſ. 
Malls and aecuifed in{iruments labour by all meanes poſſible to repaire 
that lofle, by ſpreading the ſame the further in theſe parts, where his di. 
velliſh illuftons and damnable deceivirgs are not knowne, And 25 his - 
do&rine takes place any where, ſo doethe mannersthat neceſſarily ac. 
company the ſame infinuate themfclves together with the do@trine, - 
For as it istrue that inall the parts of gFmerica, where the Spaniards - 
have any government, the poifonous infetion of Popery kath ſpread it . 
ſclfe ;, {6 on the other fide it is as true, that there is no Citic, as Line , - 
Panama, Mexico, &c, no Towne or Village, yea no houſe almoſt in 
atl theſe Provinces, wherein ( amongſt other the like Spaniſh vertues) 
not onely whoregome, bur the filthineſſe of Sodoyze, not to benamee 
amovgp Chriſtians, is1ot common without reproofe 3; the Popes pardons 
being mere rife: jt theſe parts than they be in any partof Europe, for - 
thc {> filehineſies whereout he ſuckethno (inall adyantage, Notwithftan. - 
ding the Indians, who are nothing necrer the true knowledge of God 
than they were before, abkorre this mot filthy. and loathſome man... 
ner of living ; Shewing themſclyes in reſpec of the Spaniards, as the 
Scy:hiavs ki in reſpe&t ofthe Grecians; whoin their barbarous igno.. . 
rance, ya inlife and bchayiour (did ſo farre excell the wiſe and leare - 
ned Greekes, as they 'were ſhort of them inthe gifts of learning and : 
knowledge, . | 

But as che Pops and Antickriſtian Bifhopslabour by rheir wicked 
faRors with tooth and naile to deface the glory of God, and to ſhutup . 
in darkenefle. the-light of the Goſpell; ſo God: doth- not ſuffer his . 
Naune and Religion co bee alkogethex without. imeſſe, to the re. 
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proving both ofhis falſe and damnable dodtine, as alſo crying OUt coom— 
againſt his unmeaſirable and abltominable licentiouſacfic of the fl:h, 1579» 
even in theſe parts, For in this City of Lima, not two moneths be- ——— 
fore our 6omming thither, there were certaine perſons, to the nun= 
ber of twelve appreherded , examined, and condemned , for the 
profeſſion of the Goſpel}, and reproving the doQtrines of men, with 
the filchy manners uſed in that City 2 of which ewelye, fixe were 
bound to one ſtake, and burnt, the reſt remained yer in priſon, ro 
drinke of che ſame cuppe within few dayes, Laſtly, here wee had 
intelligence of a certaine rich ſhippe , which was loaden with Gold 
and Silver for Params , that had ſer forth of this Hayen the ſecond 
af February, | 

The very next day therefore inthe morning (vi7, the 16. of the ſaid Febr 16, 
moneth) wee ſer ſayle, as long asthe wind would terve our ture, and 
towed our ſhippe as ſoone as the wind failed ; continuing our courſe 
toward Panama, making ſtay no where, bur haſtening all wee might, 
to get ſight if it were poſſible, of that gallant ſhippe the (acafurgo, 
the great glory of the Sourh ſea ; which was gone from Zima 14+ 
dayes before us, 

Wee fell with the Port of P ata in 4. degrees 40, minutes, February Febr. 207 
20, witi Port Saint Hellen and the River and Port of Gniaquill , Febr. 24. 
February 24+ wee paſt the Line, the 28. and the firſt of « Aſarch Febr, 28. 
wee tell with Cape Franciſco : where, about midday, wee deſcried a {arch Is 
faylea head of us, with whom after once wee had ſpoken with her, wee 
lay ill in-che ſame place about fixe dayes ; to recover our breath 
Aagaine which wee had almoſt ſpent with hafty following, and to 
xzecall ro mide what adventures had paſt ns fince our late com- 
ming from Lima ; but cſpecially to doe ohm ge eAnton a kindneſſe, 

« —_— Fm oi the care of choſe things with which his ſhippe was 
loaden, 

T h1s ſhip wee found co be the fame of which we had heard, not one. 
ly in the Calao of Lima, bur alſo by divers occafions afterward (which 
now wce areat lcaſure to relate, y:J. by a ſhippe which wee rooke be- 
tweene Lima and Paita : by another which wee tooke loaden with 
Wie inthe Port of Pas84 : by a third loaden wich tackling and imple= 
ments for ſhips (beſides eighty pound weight in Gold) from Guiaquill, 
and laſtly, by Gabriel Alvarez, with whom wetalked ſomewhat neerer 
the Line) wee tound her to be indeed the Cacafuegs : though before we 
letc her {hee were new named by 8 Boy of her ownethe Cacaplata, We 
found w her ſome Fruit, Conſeryes, Sugars, Mcale and other viduals, 
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The World encompaſſed; 
and (that which wasthe cſpecialleſt cauſe of her heayie and flow fayling) 
a certaine quantity of Tewels and precious ſtones, 13, cheſts of ryals ot 


bnnn—— plate, 8. pound weight in gold, 26, tunne of uncoyned filyer, two very 


faire gilt filver drinking boules, and the like rifles, valued in all at about 
360000, pezoes, Wee gave the-maſter alittle linen and the like,for theſe 
commodities and attheend of fixedayes,wee bad farewell and parted, 
He haftning ſomewhat lighter than before te Parama, we plying offto 
Seca, that wee might with more leaſure conſider what courſe hencefor- 
ward were fitteſt ro be taken, 

And conſidering that now we were come to the Northward of the 
Line (Cape Franciſco ſtanding inthe entrance ofthe Bay of Panama, in 
may of North latitude) and that there was no likelihood or hope that 
our ſhips ſhould be before us that way by any meanes : ſecing that in 
running ſo many degrees from the Southermoſt Tlands hitherto, wee 
could nor have any figne or notice of their paſſage that way, notwith- 
Rarding that we had made(ſo diligent ſearch, and carefall enquiry after 
them, in every harbour or creeke almoſt as we had done ;and confidering 
alſothat the time ofthe yeere now drew on, wherein wee muſt attempr, 
or of neceſſity wholly give over that a&tion which chiefly our Generall 
had determined: namely, the diſcovery of what paſſage there was tobe 
found, about the Northerne parts of ,AFmerica, | the South ſea, into 
our owne Ocean ( which being once dilcovered, and made knowne to 
be navigable, we ſhould not doe onely our Country a good and notable 
ſervice , but wee alſo our felyes, ſhould havea neerer cur and paſſage 
home: where otherwiſe, we wereto make a yery long and tedious yoy- 
age of it, which would hardly agree with our good liking, wee having 
beene ſo lorg fromhome already, and fo much of our ſtrength ſeparated 
from us) which could not ar all be done, ifthe opportunity oftime were 
now neglefted :; wethercforeall of us willingly harkened, and conſen- 
ted ro our Generalls advice : which was, firſt to ſeeke our ſome conve. 


nient place, wherein to trimme our ſhippe, and ſtore our {elves wi.h - 


wood and water and. other proviſions, as we could ger : and thence- 
forward ro haſten on our intended journey, for the diſcovery of the 
faid paffage, through which wee might with joy recurne to our longed 
homes 


From this -Cape -before-we ſet onward CF/arch the 7, ſhaping our 
courſe towards the Iland of Canes, with which wee fell Xfarch 16, 
ſrling our ſelves. for certaine dayes, in a freſh River, berweene the 
maine and it ; for the finiſhing of ourneedfull bufinefles as it is afore- 


Sid, While weabodeio this place, ee file 6 yery eriblecanthquake, 
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the force whereof was ſuch, that our Ship and Pinnace, riding Very NECTE wenenm—mnenes 
an Engliſh mile from the ſhoare, were ſhaken and did quiyer as it ithad 1579. 
beene laid on drie land: we found here many good commodities which 
we wanted, as fiſh, freſh water, wood, &c. beſides Alagartoes, Munc- 
Keyes and the like, and in our journey hicher, wee met with one ſhippe 
more (the laſt wee met with in all thoſe Coaſts) loaden with lineen, 

China filke and China diſhes, a & which wee found alſo a Faulcan 
of gold, handſoinely wrought, with a. greatemerald ſet in che breaſt | 

it, 

From hence wee departed the 24, day ofthe moneth forenamed, with X{arch 24+ 

Full purpoſe to runne the neereft courſe, as the winde would ſuffer us, 
Without couch of land a long time; and therefore paſſed by the Port 
Papagara z the Port of the Vale, of the moſt rich and excellent 
bikes of fericho ; rertepless and diyerſe others : as alſo certaine 
pulphes hereabouts, which without intermiſſion, ſend forth ſuch con. 
tinuall and viokht windes, that the Spaniards,-though their ſhippes 
= good ,- dare not yenture themſelyes too neere the danger of 
them, | | 

Notwithſtanding, having notice that wee ſhould be troubled wick 
often calmes, -and contrary windes, it wee continued neere. the Coaſt, 
and did not runne off to Sea to fetch the winde z and that if weedid ſo, 
yvee could not then fall with land againe when we would ; our Generall 
thought it needfull, that wee ſhould runne inwith ſome, place or other, 
before our departure from the Coalt; to ſee if happily wee could, by 
trafficke, augment our proviſion of viduals, nnd other neceffaries: 
that being at Sea, wee might nor bee driven co any great want or ne- 

_ albcit wee had reaſonable ftere ef good things aboard us 
already, 

The next harbour therefore which wee chanced with, 'on April 1 5, Apr. 15; 
inT5, deg. 40, min. was Gxatulco ſonamed of the Spaniards who inha.. 
bited ir, with whom wee had {eme entercourſe, tothe fupply of many 
things Which wee deſired, and chiefely bread, &c. And now having 
reaſonably, as wee thought provided our ſelves, wee departed from the 
_ coaſt of « Awerica forthe preſent : but not forgetting, before wee gate 
2.ſhipboard, to take with usalſoa certaine pot ( of about a buſhell in 
bigneſſe) full of ryalls of plate, which wee found in the Towne z toge. 
ther with a chaine of gold, and ſome orher Jewels, which wee increa-

From Gaatalce ye depanced the day following, vi7; Hprile16, fe Apr. 16g

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ym ting our courſe direAly intothe Seat whereon we ſayled goo. leagues in 


longicude, to get a winde : and berweene that and June 3, 1400, leagues 
an all, till wee came into 42, deg. of North latitude, where in che night 
following, vee found ſuch alceration of heate, into- extreame and nj 
-ping cold, that our men in generall, did grieyouſly complaine thereof j 
4 of them feeling their healths much impaired thereby, neicher 
was it, that this chanced in the night alone, but the day following 
carryed with it, not onely the mwarkes, but the Rings and force of the 
night going before tothe great admiration of us all, for beſides char 
.the pinching and biting aire, was nothing alrcred ; the very Ropes 
.of our ſhippe were ſtiffe, and the raine which fell, was an unnaturall 
congealed and frozen ſubſtance, ſo that wee ſeemed rarher to bee in 
chefrozen Zone, than any way fo neere untothe Sunne, or theſe hotter 
climates. 

Neither did this happen for the time onely, or by ſome ſudden acci. 
den, but-rather ſeemes indeed, to proceed from ſome ordinary cauſe, a- 
gainſt the which the heate of che Sunne prevailes not, for it came te thar 
extremity, in ſayling but 2, deg. farther to the Northward in our courſe : 
that though Sea-men lacke nor good ſtomacks, yetit ſeemed a queſtion 
to many among us, whether their hands fhould feed their mouthes, 
.orrather keepe themſelves within their coverts, from pinching cold that 
did benumme them. Neither could wee impute it to the tendernefle 
.of our bodies, though wee came lately from the extremity of heate, 
'by reaſon whereof wee might bee more ſenſivle of the preſent cold; in. 
.ſomuch as the dead and ſencelefſe creatures, were as well affected with 
it as our ſelyes, our meate as ſoone as it was removei from the fire, 
would preſently in a manner bee frozen up; and our Ropes and tack. 
ling, in few dayes were grownetothar ſtitfe;efſ?, that what three men 
afore were able with then to performe, now f1xe m.en with cheir beſt 
Krength, and uttermoft endeayour, were hardly abie to accompliſhe 
whereby a ſudden and grear diſcovragement ſcjzcd upon che mindes 
of our men, and they were poſlefied with a great miflike, and

The land in that part of America, bearing farther ougints the Weſt, 
than we before imagined, wee were neexex on itthan wee were aware 
and yet the neexer fiill wee came unto it, the more extiemity of cold did. 
feaſc upon 115, 

The fifth day of June, wee were forced by contraty windes , to [ne 52 
rune jn with the ſhoare, which -wee then ,firlt defcried z.ard to caſt 
anciwr in 2 bad Bay, the beſt roade wee conld forthe prefent mett with-3 
where wee were not without ſome danger, by reaſon ofthe many cx- 
treame guſts, ard flawcs that beat upon us z which if they ceaſed. 
and were flill at any time, irnmediately upon their intermiſſion , 
there followed moſt vile, thicke, and ftincking foggesz againſt 
which che Sea prevailed nothing, till the guſts of witkic againe re- 
moved them , which brought with them , ſuch extremity and vio= 
lence when they came, that theze was nodealing or reſiſting againſt. 
theme | 

Inthis place was no biding for us;z and to goe further North, the 
extremicy of the cold (which had now utterly diſcouraged our men}. 
would nor permic us : and che windes direaly bent againſt us, having ' 
ence gottep us under ſayle againe, commaneed- us to the Sourhward . 
Whether we would or no. x 

From the height of 48, degrees in which now we were, to 58, wee - 
found the land by coaſting along(t it to bee but low aud reatonable 
plaine $ every hill (whereof wee law many, but uone very high) though 
ie Were in 7rme, and the- Sunne in his necreſt approach unto them being, 
covered with ſnow, - LE FE os 

In 38. deg, 30:miv, we fell with a convenient and fit harbrough, and 7yne 17; 
June 17. came to anchor therein $: where wee continued till the 23, day, 5 
of 7uly following. Dwing all which time, notwithftanding ic was in 
the hcjght of Summer, and ſo ncere the Sunne y yer were. wee continu- - 
ally viſited with like nipping colds, as wee had felt before : infomuch. / 
that if violent exerciſes ot our bodies, and bufic imploymer.tabourour > 
neceſſary labours, had nor ſometimes you as us tothe contrary, wee: 
could very well haye becne cententcd to have: kept about vs till our 
winter cloches ; yea (had our necefſitics ſuffered us) ro haye kept our 
beds; neither could wee at any time in whole fouretcere dayes toge- 
ther, finde the aire ſoclecre, as to bee. able to take the height of Sunne 
ox Starte, ; 

And hexc haying ſo fic occaſion, (notwirhſtanding it may ſeeme w 

. he--

will alittle more diligently inquire into the cauſes of the continuance 
of the extreame 'cold-in theſe parts : as alſo into the probabilities or un- 
likelihoods of a paſſage to be found that way. Neither was it ( as hach 
formerly beene touched ) the tendernefle of our bodies, comming ſa 
lately out of the heate, whereby the poares were opened, thar a, | us 
ſo ſenſible of the colds wee here felt: in this reſpe&, as in many others, 
we found our God a proyidene father, and carefull Phiſitian for us, 
Welacked no ontward helps nor inward comforts, to reftore and for 


-tifienature, had it beene decayed or weakened in us; neither was there 


wanting to usthe preat experience of our Generall, who had often him. 
ſelfe proved the force of the burning Zone;whoſe advice alwaies prevai- 
led much co the preſerving of a moderate temper in our conſtitutions : ſo 


: that even after our departure from the heare we alwajes found our bodice 


not as ſponges, bur ftrong 8 hardned, more able to beate out cold though 
Wecarne out of exceſſe of heate, then a number of chamber champions 
could hayc beene, who lye on their feather-beds till they goe to Ga or 
rather whoſe teeth in a temperate aire do beate in their heads, at a cup of 
cold Sack and ſugar by thefire. 

And that it was not our cendernefſe, bur the yery extremity ofthe 
cold it ſelfe, that cauſed this fenſibleneſſe in us, may the ratherappeare 
inthatthe naturall inhabicants of rhe place ( with whom wee had for a 
long ſeaſon familiar intercourſe, as isto be related ) who had neverbeene 
acquainted with ſuch heate ; ro whom the country, ayre, and climate 
was proper ; and in whom cuſtome of cold was as it werea ſecond na. 
eure : yet uſed rocome ſhivering to us in their warme furres ; crowdin 
cloſe together body to body, to receive heate one of another; and ſhel: 
tring themſclyes under a lee-bancke, if it were poſſible; and as often as 
they could labouring to ſhrowde themſelyes under our garments alſo, 
to keepe them warme, Befides how unhandſome and deformed ap. 

arcd the face of the earth it ſelfe! ſhewing trees without leaves, and 
theground without greenencſſe in thoſe moneths of June and July, 
The poore birds and foules (as wee had great experience to © 
ſerve it )notdarivg ſo much as once to ariſe from their neſts, after the 
firſt egoe laid, ll” it wich all the reſt be hatched, and broughtto ſome 
firengrh of nature, able to helpe it ſelfe. Onely this recompence hath. 
nature affoorded them, that the heat of their owne bodies being ex- 
ceeding great, it perfeReth thecreature with greater expedition, and in; 
ſhorter time then is to be found in many other places, 


As for the cauſes of this extremity,they ſeeme not to be ſo deepelyi 


*. 
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hidden, but that they may at leaſt in part be gueſſed at : The chiefeſt f LL 
which we conceive to be the large ſpreading of the Afian and American T1579. 
continent, which (ſomewhat Northward of theſe parts) ifthey bee nog —— 
fully joyred, yer ſeemethey to come very neere oneto the other, From 

whole high and ſnhow-covered Mountaines, the North and North weſt 

windes (the conſtant viſitants of choſz Coaſts) ſend abroad their frozen 

Nymphes, to the infe&ting of the whole ayre with this inſufferable 

ſharpneſle : net permitting the Sunne, no not in the pride of his heate, 

to diſſolve that congealed matter and ſnow, which they have breathed 

out {o nigh the Sunne, and ſo many degrees diſtant from chemſelyes, 

And that che North and North-welt windes are here conſtant in [une 

and /uly, as the North winde alone is in «AuguFt and; September 3 

wee nct onely found it by our owne experience, but werefully confir. 

med in the opinion thereof, by the continued obſervations of the 

Spaniads, : 

Hence comesthe generall (qualidneſſe and barrennefle ofthe Country; 
hence cores ir, that in the middeft of their Summer, the Fnow hardly 
departeth eyen from their yery doores, but is neyer taken away from 
their hills at all ; hence come thoſe thicke milts and molt ſtinking 
fogges, Which encreaſe ſo much the more, by how much higher the 
Pole is raiſed : whercin a blind Pilot is as good as the beſt directer of a 
courſe, For the $Sunne ſtriving to pertorme his naturall office, in eleya- 
tivg the yapours out oftheſe interiourbodics ; draweth neceflarily abun. 
dance of moifture out of the Sea: burthe nipping cold (from the former 
cauſes) meeting and oppoſing the Sunnes endeayour, forces him to give 
over his worke imperte&t 3; and inſtead of higher elevation, to leaye in 
the loweſt Region, wandring upon the face of the carthand waters, as 
it were a ſecond Sea : through which its owne beames cannot poſſibl 
pierce, ualefſe ſomerimes when che ſudden yiolence of the winds dot 
helpe to ſcatter and breake through it ; which thing happeneth yery ſel. 
dome, and when it happeneth, is ofnocontinuance. Some of our Mar« 
riners inthis Voyage had formerly becne at Wardhoxſe, in92. deg.of 
' North latitude : who yet affirmed, thatthey felt no ſuch nipping cold 
there in the end of Summer, when they departed chence, asthey did here 
in thoſe hotreft moneths of 7 and 7uly. | 

And alſo from theſe reaſons wee conjeure; that either there is no 
paſſage at all through theſe Northerne Coaſts (which is moſt likely) or 
if there bez that yet it isunnavigable, Adde hereunto, that though wee 
ſearched the Coalt diligently, even untothe 48, deg, yer found wee nor 


the land, to trend ſo much as one point in any place towards the —_ 
H ur

co have carried us through, had chere been a paſſage, yer we had a ſmooth 
and calme Sea, with ordinary flowing and reflowing, which could not 
have beene, had there been a frete : of which wee rather infallibly con. 
cluded than conjeQured, that there was none. Butto returne, 

The next day after our comming to anchor inthe aforeſaid harbour, 

the people of the Country ſhewed themſelves ; ſending off a man wich 

reatexpedition to us'n a Canow, Who being yet bur a little from the 
Dae: and a great way from our ſhippe, ſpake to us continually as hee 
came rowing on, And at laſt at a reaſonable diſtance ſtaying himſelfe, 
hee began more folemnely a long and tediovs Oration, after his man- 
net: » an in the delivery thereof, many geſtures and fignes; moving 
his hands, turning his head and body manyewwayes ; and after his Ora-. 
tion ended, with great ſhew of reverence and ſubmiſſion, returned backe 
to ſhoare againe, Hee ſhortly came againe the ſecond time in like man- 
ner, and ſo the third time : When hee brought with him (as a pr:ſene 
frem the reft ) a bunch of Feathers, much like the Feathers of a blacke 
Crow, very neatly and artificially gathered upon a firing, and drawne 
together into a round bundle; being very cleane and finely cut, and 
bearing in length an equall proportion one with another ; a ſpeciall 
cognizance ( as wee afterwards obſerved) which they that guard their 
Kivgs perfon, weare on their heads, With ehis alſo hee brought a lirtle 
Basker made of Ruſhesg, and filled with an herbe which they called 
Tobah. Both which bein. tyed to a ſhort rodde, he caſt into our Boat. 
Our Generall intended to have recompenced him immediately with 
many good things, hee would haye beſtowed upon him : but ertring 
into the Boat to deliver the ſame, hee could not bee drawne to re- 
ceive them by any meanes : faye one Hat, which being caft into the 
Water out ofthe ſhippe, hce tooke up (refuſing utterly ro meddle with 
any other thing, though it were upon a board put off unto him and [o 
preſently made his returne. After which time, our Boat could row no 
way, but wondring at usas at Gods, they would follow the ſame with 
admiration. 

The third day following, (vsz.) the 27. our ſhippe having received a 
leake at Sex, was brought to anchor neerer the ſhoare, that her goods 
being landed, ſhee might bee repaired : but for that wer were to pie. 
yent any danger,that might chance againſt our ſafery,our General firſt of 
all landcd his men, with all neceſlary proviſion, to build Tents and make 


a Fort for the deteace of our ſclyes and goods : andthat-wee might —- 
p ex 
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derthe ſhelter of ig, with more ſafety (whatever ſhould befall) end our w.—_ 
buſines;whichwhen rhe people of the country perceived us doſhg,as men 1579. 
ſer on fire to warre, indefence of their Country, in great haſte and com. —T— 
panies, with ſuch weapons asthey had, they came downeunto us; and 
yet witk no hoſtile meapive, or intent to hurt us : ſtanding When the 
drew neere, as men raviſhed in their mindes, with the ſight of ſuck 
things as they never had ſeene, or heard of before that time : theirerrand 
beivg rather with ſubmiſſion ard feate to worſhip us as Gods, than 
to have any warre with us as with mortall men. Which thing as it did 
artly ſhew ir ſelfe ar that inftart, ſo did it more and more ma= 
nifeſt it ſelfe afterwards, during the whole time of our abodeamongſt 
them, Ar this time, being willed by fignes to lay from them their 
Bowes and Arrowes , they did as they were direted, and fo did 
all the reſt, as they came. . ore and more by companies unto _ 
growing ( in a little while, ) to a great number both of men 
women, | 

To the intent therefore, that this peace which they themſelves fo 
willingly ſought, might without any cauſe of the breach thereof, on 
Our part given, bee continued ; and that wee might with more ſafety 
and expedition, end our buſineſſes in quiet z our Generall with all his 
company, uſed all meanes poffible, gently to intreat them beſtowing 
upon each ofthem liberally, good and neceſſary things tg cover their 
nakedneſſe, withall ſignifying unto them, wee were no Gods but men, 
and had neede of ſuch things to cever our owne ſhame ; teaching them 
to uſe them to the ſame ends : for which cauſe alſo wee did eate 
and drinke in their preſence, giving them to underſtand, that with. 
out that wee could not live, and therefore were but men, as well 
* as they, Notwithſtanding nothing could perſwade them, nor remove 
mn opinion, Which they had conceived of us, that wee ſhould bee 

%, 

In recormpeace of thoſe things which they had received of us, as 
Shirts, linnen cloth, 8c, they beſtowed upon our Generall, and divers' 
of our company, divers things, as Feathers , "Cawles of net-worke, 
. the Quivers of their Arrowes, made of Fawne-skins, and the yery skins 
of bcafis that their women. wore upon their bodies. Having thus had. 
their fill of this times vifiting and bekolding of us, they departed with 
joy totheir houſes, which houſes are digged round within the earth, and 
bave from the uppermoſt brimmes of the circle, clefts of wood fer 
up, and joyned cloſe together at the toppe, like our fpires on the 
Steeple of a Church: which being 2m with earth, {uffex ao water 
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to enter, and are very warme, the doore in the molt part of them , per. 
formes the office alſo of a chimney, co let out thie ſmoake : it is made in 


wn— jon and faſhien, liketo an ordinary ſcuttle in a ſhippe, and Randing 


ſlopewiſe : their beds are the hard ground, onely with ruſhes Rtrewed 
upon it, and lying round about the houſe, have their fire in the mid 
deſt, which by reaſon chat the houſe is but low vaulted, round and 
cloſe, giveth a marvellous refle&ion to their bodies, to heare the 
lame. . 

Their men for che moſt part goe aaked, the women take a kinde of 
bulruſhes, and kembing it after the marner of Hempe, make themſelyes 
thereof a looſe garment, which being knit about their middles, hangs 
downe: about their hippes, and ſo affords rothem a coyering of that, 
which Nature teaches ſhould be hidden : about their ſhoulders, they 
weare alſo the skin of a Deere, with the hajre upon ir, They are very 


- obedient to their husbands, and exceeding ready in all ſervices 2 yet of 


themſelyes offering to doe nothing, without the conſents, or being cal- 
led ofthemen. | l 

As ſooneas they were returned totheir houſes, chey began amonegft 
themſelves a kinde of moſt lamentable weeping and crying out 5 which 
they continued alſo a great while together, in ſuch fort, that in the 

lace where they left us ( being neere about three quarters of an 
Engliſh mile diſtant from them, wee yery plaincly, with wonder 
and admiration did heare the fame ';: the Women eſpecially exten. 
ding their voices, in a moſt miſerable and dolefull manner of 
ſhricking. 

Norwithftandingthis humble manner of preſenting themſelves, and 
awefull demeanour uſed towards us, wee thought it no wiſedome too 
farre to truſt them. ( our experience of former Infidels dealing with us 
before, made us carefull to provide againſt an alteration of their afteRi. 
o©ns,or breach of peace if it ſhould happen ) and therefore with all expe- 
dition wee ſet up our Tents, and entrenched our felyes with walls of 
ſtone : that ſo being fortified within our ſelyes, wee might be able to 
keepe off the enemie (if they ſhould ſo proove) from comming a» 
mongſt us without our good wills : this being quickly finiſhed wee 
went the mere checrefully and ſecurely afterward , about our other 
bufineſle, 

Againſt the end of two dayes (during which time they had nor againe 
beene with us) there was gathered together a great aſſembly of men , 
women, and children (invited by the report of them which firſt faw us, 
who as it ſcemes, had in-that tine, of purpoſe diſperied themſelyes into 
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the country, to make knowne the newes) who camenow the ſecond 
time unto vs, bringing with them as before had beene done, feathers and 1579. 
bags of Tobab for preſents, or rather indeed for ſacrifices, upon this per- 
fwaſion that we were Gods, | 
. When they came to the cop of the hill, ar the bottome whereof wee 
* had builr our Fort, they made a ſtand ; where one (appointed as their 
chiefe ſpeaker) wearied both ns his hearers, and himſelfetoo, with a long 
and tedious Oration : delivered with ſtrange and.violent geſtures, his 
yoyce beingextended rothe uttermott ſtrength of Nature, and his words 
falling ſo thicke one in thenecke of another, that hee could hardly fetch 
his breath againe : as ſoone as hee had concluded, allthe reſt, with a 
reyerend bowing of their bodies (in a dreaming manner,'and long pro- 
ducing ofthe ſame) cryed Oh : thereby giving their conſents, that all 
was very true which he had ſpoken, andthatthey had utrered their mind 
by his mouth unto us ; which.done, the men laying downe their Bowes 
upon the hill, and leaving their women and children behind them, came 
downe with their preſents ; in ſuch ſort, as if they had appeared before 
a God indeed : thinking themſelves happy, that they might have ac- 
cefſc vnto our Generall, but much more happy, when they ſaw that hee 
would receive at their hands, thoſe things whichthey ſa,willingly had 
preſented : and no doubr, they thought themſelves neereft unto God, 
when they fate or ſtood nextto him : In the meane tinge the women, as 
if they had beene deſperate, uſed unnatural! violence agWiſt themſelves, 
crying and ſhreeking piteouſly, tearing their fleſh with their nailes from 
their cheekes, in a monftrous manner, the blood ſtreaming downe along 
their breafts ; befides deſpoiling the upper parts of theit bodies, of thoſe 
fingle coveringsthey formerly had, and holding their hands above their 
heads, that they might not reſcue their breafts from harme, they would 
with fury caſt themſelves upon the ground, never reſpecting whether ir 
were clcane or ſoft, but daſhed themſelves in this manner on hard 
Rones,knobby hillockes, floeckes of wood, and prickivg buſhes,or what 
everel(c lay intheir way, iterating the ſame courſe againe and againe : 
ea women great with chjlde, ſome nine or tenne timeseach, and others 

(ding out cill fifteene or ſixteene times (till their ſtrengths failed them) 
exerciſed this cruelty againſt themſelves : A thing more grievous for 
us to ſec, or ſuffer, could we have holpe it, than trouble tothem (as ic 
ſeemed) to doe it. 

This bloody ſacrifice ( againſt our wills ) being thus —_— our 
Gcnerall with his company in the preſence of thoſe' ftrangers fell to 
prayers : and by. fignes in lifting up our eyes and hands to Heaven, 
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The World encompaſſed, 
——— ſignified unto thens, ;that that God whom we did ſerve, and whom they 


ought to worſhip, was above : Beſeeching God irit were his good plea. 


—— ſure, to open by ſome meanes their blinded cyes ; that they might in 


Tune 26. 


due time bee called ro the knowledge of him the crue and everliving 
God, and of Iefus Chriſt whom he hath ſent, the ſalvation of the Gen- 
tiles. In the time of which prayers, ſinging ot Plalmes, and reading of 
certaine Chaptersin the Bible, they fate very attentively : and withall 
obſerving the end ar every pauſe , with one voyce fill cryed, Oh, 
greatly rejoycing in our exerciſes, Yea they tooke ſuch pleaſure in 
our ſinging of Plalmes , that whenſoever they reſorted to us, their 
firſt requeſt was commonly this, Gnaab, by which they intreated that 
wee would ſing. + 

Our Generall having now beſtowed upon them diyers things , at 
their departure they reſtored them all againe ; none carrying with 

him any thing of whatſoever hee had received , thinking themſclyes 
fofficieritly enriched and happic, that they had found fo free accefſe 
to ſee us, | 

Againft the end of rhree dayes more (the newes having the while 
ſpread it ſelfe farther, and ag it ſeemed a great way up into the Country) 
were afſembled the greateſt number of people, which wee cou'd reaſon- 
ably imagine, to dwell within any convenient diſtance round about, 
Amongſt che refi,the King himſelfe, a man of a goodly ſtature and come« 
ly R—_ attended with his guard, of about 100, tzll and watlike 
men, this day, vi7. Tune 26, came downeto ſee us. 

Beforc his comming, were ſent two Embaſladours or Meſſengers to 
our Generall, to Genifc that their Hb, that is, their King was com. 
ming and at hand, They inthe delivery of their meflage, the one ſpake 
with a ſoft and low voyce, promptivg his fellow z the other prondun- 
ced the fame word by word after him, with a voyce more audible : con- 
tivuing their Proclamation ( for fuch it was ) about halfean houre, 
Which being ended, they by {ignesmade requett to our Generall,to ſend 
ſomething by their hands to their F/50þ or King, as a token that his 
comming might be in peace, Our Generall willingly fatisfied their de- 
firez and they, glad men, madeſpeedy returne to their H56h., Neither 
wasit long beforetheir King (making as princely a ſhew as poſſibly hee 
could) with all his traine came forward, 

In their comming forwards they cryed continually after a finging 
manger with a luſty courage, And as they. drew neerer and neerer to. 
wards us, ſo did they more and more ſtrive to behaye themſclyes with a 
certaine comelineſſe and gravity in alltheir actions, 

In 
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the forefront came a man of a large body and goodly aſpe, bea- . 

cn the Sceprer or rozall Mace (made of a certaine kind of black wood, 1579. 
and in length. about « yard and a halfe) betore, the King, Whereupon TT TT 
hanged two crownes, a bigger and a lefſe, with three chaines of a mar- 
velous length, and often doubled ; beſides a bagge of the herbe Tobah, 
The Crownes were made of kni:werke, wrought upon moſt curiouſly 
with Feathers of divers colours, very artificially placed, and of a for- 
mal! faſhion : The chaines ſeemed of a bony lubliance 2 every linke or 
part thereof beiag very litcle, thin, moit finely butniſhed, with a hole 
pierced through the middeſt, The number of linkes going to make one 
chaine, 1s in a manner infinite : bur of ſuch eſtimation it is amongſt 
them, that few be the perſons that are adimitted to weare the ſame : and 
eycn they to whom it is lawfull to uſe them, yer are (tinted what num- 
berthey ſhall uſe 3 as ſo1 een, ſome twelve, ſome twenty, and as they 
exceed in number of chaines, ſo are they thexeby knowne to-be the more 
honourable perſonages. | | | 

Next unto him that bare this Scepter, was the King himſelfe with 
his guard about him ; His attire upon his head was a Cawle of knit= 
worke, wrought upon ſomewhar like the Crownes, but differing much 
both in faſhion and perfectnefle of worke ; upon his ſhoulders hee 
had on a Coat of the skinnes of Conies, reaching to his waſte : His 
—_ alſo had cach coats of the ſame ſhape, but of otherskins.: ſome 

aving Cawles likewiſe ſtucke wich Feathers, or covered over with a 

certaine downe, which groweth up inthe Country upon an herbe much 
like our LeCtuce ; which exceeds any other downe im the World for 
feneneſſe , and being; layed: upon their Cawles by. no windes can bee 
removed : Ot ſuch eftimation is this herbe. among them, that the 
Downe thereof is not Jawfull to bee worne, bur of ſuch perſons as 
are about the Kirg ( tro whom allo ir is permirted-to weare a Plume 
of Feathers on their heads, in figne of. honour) and the ſeeds are not 
uſed but onely in ſacrifice to their Cos, After thele in their order, did 
follow the naked ſort of common people ;_ whoſe haire being long, 
was gathered into a bunch behind, in which ftucke Plamegof Feathers, 
but in the forepart onely ſingle. Feathers like hoxnes, every one pleaſing 
himſelfe in his owne device, | 

This one thing was obſerved to bee generall amongſt them all, that 
every one had his face painted, ſome with white, lome blacke, and 
ſom2 with other colours, every.man alſo bringing in his. hand one thing 
or other for a gift or preſent : Their traine or laf part of theix compa. 


nic conſifted of women and children, cach woman bearing againſt her 
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br-aſt a round basket or ewo, having within them divers things, as 
bag-es of Tobah, a roote which they call Peres, whereof they mike a 
kind of meale, and either bake it into bread, or eate ie raw , broyled fiſh- 
es likea pilchard ; the ſeed and downeaforenamed, with ſuch like, 

Their baskers were made in faſhion like a deepe boale, and chough 
the matter were ruſhes, cx ſuch other kind of ſtuffe, yer was it ſo cun- 
ningly handled; that the moſt part of them would hold water ; abour 
the brims they were hanged with pieces of the ſhels of pearles, and 
in ſome places with two or three linkes at aplace, of the chaines fore. 
named :thereby fgnifying, that they were vefſells wholly dedicated 
rethe onely nlc ofthe gods they worſhipped : and beſides this, they 
were wrought upon with the matted downe of red feathers, diſtin- 
guiſhed into divers workes and formes, | 

In the meane time our Generall having aſſembled his men rogerher 
( as forecaſting the danger, and worſt that might fall out) prepared 
himſelfe to ſtand upon ſure ground, that wee might art all times be 
ready in our owne defence, it any thing ſhould chance otherwiſe then 
was Jooked for or expected, | 

Wherefore every man being ina warlike readinefle, hee marched 
within his fenced place , making againſt their approach amoſt war.. 
like ſhew( ashe did alſo at all other times of their reſort ) whereby if 
they had beene deſperate enemies, they could not have choſen bur haye 
conceived terrour and feare, with diſcouragement to attempt any thing 
againſt us, in behelding ofthe ſame, 

When they were come ſomewhat r.erre unto us, trooping together, 
they gave us a common or a generall ſalutation : obſerving in the 
meane time a generall ſilence. Wh: reupon hee who bare the Scepter 
before the Kiug, being prompted by another whom the King 
afſigned ro thar office, hee pronounced with an audible and manly 
voyce, what the other ſpake to him in ſecret : continuing , whether 
it were his oration or proclamation, at the leaſt halfe an houre, Ar 
the cloſe whereof, there was a common Amey, in figne of approba= 
tion giyen by eyery perſon :and the King himſelfe with the whole num< 
ber of men and women (the lirtle children onely remaining behind ) 
came furtherdowne the hill, andas they came, ſecthemſelyes againe in 
their formerorder, | 

And being now come to the foot of the hill and neere our fort, the 
Scepter bearer with a compoſed countenance and my carriage be. 
gan a ſong, and anſwereable thereunto, obſerved a kind of meaſures 


in a dance: whom the King with his guard and every other ſort _ 
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who danced bur kept filence, As they danced, they ſtill came on: and 
our Generali perceiving their plaine and ſimple meaning , ga 
that they might freely enter without interruption within our bulwarke 2 
Where after they had enrred they yer continued their Song and Dance 
a reaſonable time: their women alſo flowing them with their wafſaile 


' boales in their hands, their bodies bruiſed , their faces come, their 


dugpes, bresfts, and other parts beſported with blood, trickling downe 
from the wounds, which with their nailes they had made before their 
comming. | 

Atter that they had ſatisfied or rather tired themſelves in chis man. 
ner, they made fignes to our Generall to have him fir downe; Vnto 
whom both the King and divers others made ſeverall Oratione, ar 
rather indeed if wee had underſtood them , ſupplications, thaty}zee 
would take the Province and- Kingdome into his, hand, and become 
their King and Patron : making fignes that they would refigne unto 
him their righe and Title in the whole Land, and become his vaſlals 
in themſelyes and their poſterities : Which that they might make 
us indeede beleeye that it was their true meaning and intents ; the 
King himfelfe with all che reft'with one confenc,' aud wirh great re- 
yerence , joyfully finging a Song , fer the Crowne upon his head 3 
enriched his necke with all their Chaines ; and offering unto him many 
other things , honoured him by the name ot F7z6h. Adding thereunto 
(os it _—— a Song and Dance of Triumph: becauſe they were 
not onely viſited of the Gods ( for fo they flill judged ns to be ) bur 
the great and chiefe God was now become their God, their King and 
Patron , and themſelves were become the onely happie and bleſſed 
people in all the World, 

T heſe things being ſo freely offered, our Generall thought not meer 
to reject or refuſe the fame: both for that hee would not givethem any 
caute of miſtruſt, or diſliking of him (that being the onely place, whete. 
m at this preſent, we were oF neceſſtic enforced to ſeeke reliefe of many 
_ chiefly, for that he knew not ro what good end Gud had 
brought this to paſſe, or what honour and profit it might bring to our 
Country in time to come, 

Wherefore in the name 2nd to the uſe of hex moſt excelleut Majeſty, 
hee tooke the Scepter, Crowne, and Dignity, ef the ſaid Country into 
his hand ; wiſhing nothing more, than thac ir had Jayen ſo fitly for 
her Majeſty to enjoy,as it was now her proper owne, and tharthe riches 


and treaſures thereof (wherewith irſthe upland Countries it —_— 
| 1 mighe 
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Bn———— ft with $ : ret correnienty be tranſported, tothe enriching of her 


Kirgdome here at home, as it iv in plenty to bee arrained there: and e- 
ſpecially, that ſo traRable and loving a people, as they ſhewed chem- 
ſclres to bee , might have meanes to have maviteſted their moft wil. 
ling obedience the more unto her, and by her meanes, as a Mother 
and Nurſe of the Church of Chri#t, might by the preaching ot the 
Goſpel}, bee brought to the right knowledge, and obedience of the true 
and ever-living God, 

+ The ceremonies of chis reſigning, and receiving of the Kingdome 
being thus performed, the common fort both of men and women, lea- 
ving the King and his Guard about him, with our General), diſperſed 
thenſclves among our people, taking a diligent view or ſurvey of every 
man; and findivg ſuch as pleaſedtheir fancies Do commonly were 
the youngeft of us) they preſently encloſing them abour, offered their 
facrifices unto thee, crying out with lamentable ſhreekes and moanes, 
weeping, and ſcra:ching, and tearing their yery fleſh off their faces with 
their nailes , neither were it the women alone which did this, but 
eyen old men, roaring and crying our, were as viplent as the women 
were. | 
Wee proanediin ſpirit to ſee the powerof Satan ſo farre prevaile in 
feducing theſe ſo harmeleſſe ſoules, and labowed by all meanes, botk 
by ſhewing our greet diflike, and when that ſerved not, by violeat 
wich-holdipg of their hands from that madnefle, direQing them (by our 
eyes and hands lifr up towards Heaven) to the living God whom they 
ought to ſerve : but ſo mad were they upon their Idolatry, that for- 
cible with.holding them would nor preyaile ( for as ſoone as they 
could per libertie to their hands againe, they would bee as violenc 
as they were before) till ſuch time, as they whom they worſhjp- 

ed, were conveyed from them into the. Tents, whom yet as men 
befides themſclyes, they weuld with fury and outrage ſeeke to haye, 

ine, 
arte rime had a little qualified their madnefle, t':cy then be. 
gan to ſhew and make knowne unto us their griefes and diſeaſes which 
they carryed: about them , ſome of them having old aches, ſome 
ſhrurcke ſinewes, ſome old ſeres and cankred ulcers, fome wounds 
more lately received, .and the like, in moſt lamientable manner craving 
helpe and cure thereof from vs: making fignes, that if wee did but bloys 
_=_ their grietes, or but touched the diſeaſed places, they would bee 

WIAOIe, 
Their griefes we could not but take pitty on them, and to our power 
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chey might underſtand wee were but men and no Gods, wee uſe 


( as farre as our skills could gueſle ) agreeing ro the natures of their 

riefes, beſeeching God, if it made for his glory, to give cureto th:ir 
Aiſeales by theſe meanes, The like wee did from time co time as they 
reſorted tous, 

Few were the dayes, whereinthey were abſenc from us, during the 
whole time of our abodein that place : and ordinarily every third day 
they brought their ſaccifices, rill luch time as they certainely undcaſto 
our meaning, that wee tooke no pleaſure , but were diſpleaſed with 
them : wheretipon their zeale abared, and their ſacrificing, for a ſeaſon, 
co our go0d liking ceaſed ; notwithſtandivg they continued fill ro make 
their reſott unto us in greatabundance, and jn ſuch ſort, that rney ofta 
times forgar, to provide meate for their owne ſufterance ; ſo that our 
Generall (of whowithey made account as of a Father) was tainete per. 
formethe office of a Father co them, relieving them with ſuch viftuals, 
as wee: had provided for our felyes, as, Muſtels, Scales, and-fuch like, 
wherein they tooke exceeding much content ; and: ſeeing that their ſa« 
crifices were diſpleafing to us, yer (hating ingratitude) they tO Itn 
compence vs, with ſuch things as chey had, which they willingly enfor- 
ced upon us, though it were never ſo neceflary or needfull for themſelyes 
eo keepe, | | [ct 

They ate a people of a traQable, free, and loving nature , with- 
out guile or treachery ; their Bowes and Arrowes (their onely wea- 
pons, aud almoſt all their wealth) they uſe yery — ut yet 
not to doe any great harme with them, being by reaſon of their weak- 
nefſe , mote fit for children than for men; ſending the Arrow ncie:

Firſt therefore, before his comming, did he ſend off three great 
and large Canowes ; in each whereof, were,certaine of the greateſt 
perſonages that were about him, attircd all of them in white 
Lawne, or Cloth of Calzcut ; having over their heads, from one 
end of the Canow to the other,a Covering of thinne and fine Mats, 
borne up by a Frame made of Reedes ; under which, every mai 
fate in order, according to his dignitie : The hoarie heads of inany 
of them, ſer forth the greater reverence due to their perſons, and 


- manifeltly ſhewed, that the King uſed the advice of a grave and 


prudent Councell, in-his attairess ; 

Beſides theſe, were diverſe others, young and comely men, a 

cat number attired in white,as were the other, but with manifeſt 

iffcrences ; having their places alſo under the ſame Covering, but 
in inferiour order, as their calling required. 

. The reſt of the men were ſouldicrs, who ſtood in comely order 
round about, on both ſides : on the out.{ide of whom, againe did 
ſit the Rowers, in certaine Galleries ; which being three on each 
fide, all alongſt the Canow, did lye off from the ſidethereof, ſome 
three or foure yards, one being orderly builded lower than the 0+ 
ther;in every of which Galleries, was an equall number of bankes, 
whereon did fit the Rowers, about the number of foureſcore, in 
one Canow + In the fore-part of each Canow fate two men, the 
one holding a Tabret, the other a piece of Brafſe , whercon they 
both at. once ſtroke ; and obſerving a due time and reaſonable 
ſpace betweene cach ſtroake, by the ſound thereof directed the 
Rowers to keepe their ſtroake, with their Oares ; as on the con- 
trarie;the Rowers ending their ftroake with a Song,gave warning 
to the others to ſtrike againe : and 1o continued they their way, 
with marvellous ſwiftneſſe. - 

{Neither were their Canowes naked or unfurnfſhed of warlike 
munition';- they had each of them,at leaſt,one {mall caſt Peece, of 
about a yard in length, mounted upon a ſtocke, which was ſet up- 
Tight; beſides, every man, except the Rowers, had his Sword;

to be given them forth , that they might employ their ſervice as 
their King commanded, in towing our Shippe therewith to the 
place aſſigned. 

The King himſclfe was not farre behinde : but hee alſo, with 
ſixe grave and ancient Fathers , 1n his Cancw approaching , 
did at once, together with them , yeeld us a reverend kinde 
of obeyſance, in farre more humble manner than was to bee 
expected, Hee was of a rall ſtature, very corpulent, and well fet 
together, of a very Princely and gracious countenance ; His re 
fpe& amonglt his owne was ſuch , that neirher his Vice-roy of 
«tir, afore-vamed , nor any other of his Councellers-, durft 
ſpeake unto him, but upon their knees z not rifing againe, till they 
were licenced. 

W hoſe comming, as it was to our Generall no ſmall cauſe of 
pood-liking , ſo was hee reccived in the beſt manner wee could, 
anſwerable unto his State : Our Ordnance thundred, which wee 
mixed with great {tore of ſmall Shot , amongſt which ſonndin 
our Trumpets, and other Inſtruments of Muficke, both of ſtill an 
lowd noiſe; wherewith he was ſo much delighted,that requeſting 
our Muficke to come into the Boat, he joyned his Canow to the 
ſame, and was towed at leaſt a whole houre together, with the 
Boat at the ſterne of our Shippe : Beſides this, our Generall ſent 
him ſuch preſents, as he thought might both requite his courteſie 
alreadie reccived, and worke a turther confirmation of that goods 
liking and friendſhip alreadie begun. | 

The King being thus in Muticall Paradiſe, and enjoying that 
wherewirh he was ſo highly pleaſed ; his brother, named cMoro, 
with no lefſe braverie than any of the reſt, accompanied alſo with 
a great number of gallant followers , made the like tepaire, and 
eaveus like reſpect z and his homage done, he fell aſterne of us, 
till we came to anchor : Neither did our Generall leave his cour- 
telic - Ea but bountifully pleaſed him alſo ,-before wee 
parted. 

The King, as ſoone as we were come to anchor, craved pardon 
to be gone, and ſo tooke leave z promiſing us, thay the next coy

Accordingly the ſame night, and the mozrow following, wee 
reccived what was there to be had, by way of Traihique , to wit, 
Rice in prettic quantitie, Hennes, Sugar:Canes , 1mperfe& and 
liquid Sugar, a Fruit which they call Figo, ( e Magetane calls it 
a Figge of a ſpan long, bur 1s no other than that which the Spa- 
rmiards and Portugals have named Plantanes ) Cocoes, and a kinde of 
Meale which they cal S+go, made of the tops of certaine Trees, 
talting in the mouth like ſowre Curds, but melts away like St1gar, 
whereof they make a kinde of Cake, which will keepe good ar 
leaſt ren yeeres-; of this laſt, wee made the greateſt quantitie cf 
our proviſion : For a few Cloves wee did alſo trarſhque j wherc. 
of, for a ſmall matter, wee might have had greater ſtore, than 
wee could well tell where to beſtow : But our Generals care was, 
that the Shippe ſhould not be too much peſtered or annoycd 
therewith. | 

Ar the time appointed, our Generall (having ſet all things in 
order; to receive him ) looked for the Kings returne 3 who fai- 
ling both in cime and promiſe, ſent his brother to make hjs ex- 
cuſe, and to entreat our Generall to come on ſhoare, his brother 
being the while to remaine aboard, as a pawne for his ſafe reſto. 
ring : Our Generall could willingly have conſentecg , if the King 
himſelfe had not firſt broke his word ; the conſfidcration where= 
of, bred an utter difliking in the whole companie, who by no 
Mmeanes would give conſent he ſhould hazard himſelte; eſpecially, 
for that the Kings brother had uttered certaine words, 1n ſecrer 
conference with our Generall aboard his Cabbin, which bred no 
fmall ſuſpition of 1ll intent ; our Generall being thus reſolved,not 
to goe ao at that time, reſerved the Vice-roy for a pledge; 
and fo ſent certaine of his Gentlemen to the Court , both to ac- 
companie the Kings brother, and alſo with ſpeciall meſſage to the 
King himſclfe. > 


= -' They being come ſomewhar neere unto the Caſtle, were recci- - 


ved'by another brother of the Kings, ahd certaine others of the 
greateſt States , and conduRed. with great honour towards the 
Caſtle; where being brought into a large and faire houſe, they ſaw 


gathered together a great multitude of people, by ſuppoſition at - 


keaſt 7000, the Chicfe whereof were placed round about the houſe, 
. = according 
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according (as it ſeemed) to their degrees and calling, the reſt re» 
maincd without, = x 


Cloth of diverſe colours , not much unlike our uſuall Pentadoes, 
borne upon a Frame of Reedes, the ſides being open from the 
Groundlcll to the Covering, and furniſhed with Seatcs round a- 
bout : it ſcemes it was their Councell-houle , and not commonly 
employed to any other uſc« 

At the ſide of this houſe, next unto the Caſtle, was: ſeatcd the 
Chairc of State,having directly over it,and extending very largely 
evcry way, a very fairc and rich Canopy z as.the ground alſo, tor 
ſome ten or twelve paces compaſle, was covered with Cloth of 
Arras. 

Whileſt our Gentlemen attended in this place the comming 
of the King (which was about the ſpace of halfe an hbure) they 
had the betrer opportunitie to obſervetheſe things; as alto, that 
before the Kings comming, there were alreadie tet threcſcore Nos 
ble grave and ancient perfonages, all of them reported to be of the 
Kiyvgs privie Conncell : - Ar the nether end of the houle were pla- 
ced a great companie of young men, cf comely perſonage and 
attire ; Without the houſe, on the right ſide, ſtood foure ancient 
comely hoare-headed men, cloathed all in Red downe to the 
ground , but attired on their heads not much unlike the T urkes : 
theſe they called Romans, or ſtrangers, who lay as Lidgiers there, 
to keepe continuall Trajtzque with this people. There were allo 
two T arkes,and one 7talian, as Lidgers ; and laſt of all, one Spani- 
ard; who being freed by the King out of the hands of the Ports- 

gals, inthe recovering of the Iland, ſerved him now in itead of a 
{ouldier. | 
The King at laſt comming from the Caſtle, with cight or tenne 
more grave Senatours following him, had a very tich Canopy 
(adorned in the midlt with emboſlings of Gold) borne over him, 
and was guarded with twelve Lances, the points turned downe- 
ward : 'our men (accompanied with « A/oro, the Kings brother) 
aroſe to meet him, and he very-graciouſlly did welcome and enter- 
taine them, | 

Hee was for perſon, ſach as wee have before deſcribed him 
of low voice, temperate in ſpeech, of Kingly demeanour, and a 
Moore by Nation. His attire was after the faſhion of the reſt of 


his countrey , but farre iriore ſumptuous, as his condition and - 
Stats - 
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m—__ State required : From the waſte to the ground , was all Cloth of 


Gold, and that very rich ; his legges bare, vut on his feet a paire 
of ſhooes of Cordivant, died red : In the attire of his head, were 
finely wreathed in diverſe Rings of plaited,Gold, of an ynch, or 
an ynch and halfe in breadth , which made a faire and Princely 
ſhew, ſomewhat reſembling a Crowne in forme : about his necke 
hee had a chaine of perte& Gold, the linkes very great, and one- 
fold double : on his left hand, was a Diamond,an Emerald,a Ruby, 
and a Turky , foure very faire and perte& jewels : on his right 
hand, in one Ring, a big and perfe& Turky ; and in another Ring, 
many Diamonds of a ſmaller {ize,very artificially ſet and couched 
together, 

No thus hee ſate in his Chaire of State, at his right ſide there 
ſtood a Page with a very coſtly Fanne (richly embroidered and be- 
ſet with Saphires) breathing 2nd gathering the aire, to refreſh the 
King; the place being very hot, both by reaſon of the Sunne, and 
the afſembly-of ſo great a multitude. After a while,our Gentlemen 
having delivered their mcſſage,and received anſwer, were licenced 
to depart ; and were ſafely conducted backe _=_ by one of the * 
chiefe of the Kings Councell,who had charge from the King him- 
ſelfe ro performe the ſame. 

Our Gentlemen obſerving the Caſtle as well as they could, 
could not conceive it to bea place of any great force : Two onely 


Cannons they there ſaw. and thoſe at that preſent untraverſable, 


becauſe unmounted. Theſe, with all other furniture of like ſort, 
which they have, they have gotten them from the Portugal , by 
whom the Caſtle it {elfe was alſo builded, whiles they inhabited 
that place and lland, W ho ſceking to ſettle a tvrannous Govern. 
ment (as in other places = over this people, and npt contenting 
themſelves with a better eſtate than they deſerved ( except they 
might, as they thouzht, make ſure worke, by leaving none of the 
royall bloud alive, who ſhould make challenge to the Kingdome) 
cruelly murthered che King himſelfe ( father to him who now 
reignes ) and intended the like to all his ſonnes, Which crucltie, 
in ſtead of eſtabliſhing, brought ſuch a ſhaking on their uſurped 
eſtate, that they were faine, without covenanting,to carry away 
goods, munition,or any thing elſe, to quit the place and the whole 
Tland,to fave theirlives. For the preſent King,with his brethren, 
in reyenge of their fathers murther, ſo beſtirred themſelves, that 
the Portugall was wholly driven from that Iland , aud glad __ 
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hee yet keepes footing in Tidere, Theſe foure yeefes this King ———— 


hath beene encreafing; and was (as was affirmed) at that preſent 
Lord of an hundred lands thereabout z and was even now pre= 
paring his forces, to hazard a chance with the Portugals for T 5- 
gore it ſclfe. 

The people are e X/oores, whoſe Religion conſiſts much in cer» 
taine ſuperſtitious obſervations of new Moones, and certaine ſea- 
ſons, with a rigid and {tri& kinde of faſting. 'Wee had experi- 
ence hereof in the Vice-roy and his retinue, who lay aboard ug all 
the time, for the molt party during ourabode in this place : who 
during their preſcribed time, would neither cate nor drinke, not ſo 
much as a cup of cold water in the day, ( fo zealous are they in 
their ſcIfe-deviſed worſhip) bur yet inthe night would cate three 
times, and thar very largely. This T erenate ſtands in 27, minutes 
North latitude. | | 

W hile wee. rode at anchor in the Harbour at” Terevate , be- 
fides the Natives, there came aboard us another, a/goodly Gen- 
tleman, very well accompanicd, with his Interpreter, to view our 
Shippe, and-to conferre with our Generall : Hee was apparelled. 
much after our manner , molt neat and Courr-likez his carriage 
the moſt reſpeRive, and full of diicreet behaviour , that ever 
wee had ſeene :; Hee told us;, tha: hee was himfelfe but a ſtran- 

er in thoſe Ilands, being a naturall of the Province of Paghia, 
in China ; his name Paxſaos, of the Family of Howbu ; of which 
Family, there had cleven. reigned, in continuall ſucceſſion, theſe 
two hundred yeeres; and King Bonog, by the death of his elder 
brother, (-who dyed by a fall from his Horſe ). the rightfull 
Heire of all China, is the twelfth of this Race : Hee is of two 
and twentie yeeres of age, his Mother yet living;: ' Hee hath a 
Wife, and by her one ſonne ; hee is well beloved , and highly 
honoured of all his ſubjects, and lives in great peace, from any 
feare of forraine invaſion: But it was not this mans fortune to 
Enyoy his part of this hafFineſe, both of his King and Ccuntrey, 
as hee moſt deſired, 
| For being accuſed of a capitall Crime, whereof (though free) 
yet hee could not evidently make his innocencie appeare 3 and 


nowing the peremptorie juſtice of China to be irrevocable, if _ 


hee ſhould expe the Sentence of the Iudges ; hee before-hand 
made ſuit to his King,that it would pleaſe him to. commit his tryall 
£0.Gods providence and judgement, andtothatend to permit him 
| to 
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The World mncompaſied; 


gx totravell on this condition, That if hee brought not home. ſom& 


worthy intelligence, ſuch as his Majcltic hadenever had betore, and 
were molt fit'ro be knowne, and moſt honourable for China , hee 
ſhould for ever live an exile, or elſe die,for dgring to ſet foot againe 
in his owne countrey ; for he was affured, that the God of Heaven 


'had care of innocencic. 


-" The King granted his ſuit-: and now hee had beene threa 
yeeres abroad, and atthis preſent came from T #dore (where hee 
had remained two moneths) to ſee the Engliſh Generall,of whom 
hee heard ſuch ſtrange things, and from him (if it pleaſed God to 
afford it) to learne ſome ſuch intelligence, as might make way for 
his returne into. his Countrey : And therefore hee earnelily en= 
created our Generall, to make relation to him of the occaſion, way, 
and mannet of . his comming ſo farre from England thither 
with the manifold occurrences that had happened to him by the 
WAY. | 

x Our Generall gave ample ſatisfaction to cach part of his re- 
queſt : The ſtranger hearkened with great attention, and delight, 
to his difcourſe ; and as hee naturally excclled 1a memorie, (be- 
fides his helpe of art; to better the ſame) fo hee firmely printed 
it in his minde, and with great reverence thanked God, who had 
pg brought him to the notice of ſuch admirable 
things. Ce LATE -— 20] 4 
Then' fell hee td entreat our Generall with many moſt earneſt 
arid vehement perſwaſfions, that hee would: be content to ſec his 
Countrey , before his departure any further Weſtward: Thar it 
ſhould be a moſt pleaſant, moſt honourable, and moſt profitable 


thing for him ; That hee ſhould gaine hereby the notice, and 


cafry home the deſcription of one of the moſt ancient, mighticſtg 
and richeſt Kingdomes in the World, Hereupon bee tooke oc 
caſion to relate the number and greatnefle. of 'the/Provinces, with 
the rare commodities and good things they yeelded ; the num« 
ber, ſtatelineſle, and riches of their Cities z with what abundance 
of men, vicuals, munition, and all manner of necefſaries and des 
lightfult things they were ſtorcd with : In particular, touching 
Ordnance, and great Gunnes, + ('the' late invention of .a 1tab- 
ſhinn'd Fryer amongſt us in Exrope) hee related, that in Suntien, 
{by ſome called QzinJas) which is the chiefeſt Citic of all (hin, 
they had Brafſe Orduance of all ſorts (much caſier to be traverſed 
than ours'were, and ſo perfeRtly made, that they, would. bit a 
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ſhilling) above two thouſand -yeeres agoe : with many other 


worthie things, which our Generals owne experience (if it 
would pleaſe him to make tryall) would ( better than his rela- 
tion) aſſure himoft. The Brize would ſhortly ſerve very fitly to 
carry him thither ; arid hee himſclfe would accompanie him all 
the way. Hee accounted him(ſclfe a happie man , that hee had 
but ſecne and ſpoken with us ; the relation of it, might (per- 
haps) ſerve him to recover favour in his Countrey : But it hee 
could prevaile wich our Generall himſelfe to goe thicher , hee 
doubted not', but ir would be a meanes ot his great advance- 
ment, and encreaſe of honour wich his King. Notwithſtan- 
ding, our Generall could not on ſuch perſwaſions be induced: 
And fo the ſtranger parted, ſorry that hee could not —_ 
in his requeſt, yer exceeding glad of the intelligence hee had 
learned. 

By the niath of November, having gotten what proviſion the 
place could affoord us, wee then fet tayle : and conſidering that 


our Shippe, for want of trimming, was now growne foule ; that. 


our Caske and Veſſels for water, were much decayed ; and thar 
divers other things ſtood in need of reparation ; our next care 
was, how wee might fall with ſuch a place, where with fſafetic 
wee might a while ſtay, for the redreſſing of theſe inconveni- 
ences. The calmenefle of the Windes, which are almoſt con- 
tinuall , before the comming of the Brize , ( which was not 
yet expeRted) perſwaded us, it was the fittelt time that wee 
could take. 

With this reſolution, wee fayled along till November the 14. 
at what time wee arrived at a little Hand, ( to the Southward 
of (elebes ) ſtanding in-1. degree, 40. minutes, towards the Pole 
eAntarticke : Which being without inhabitants, gave us the 
better hope of quiet abode. Wee anchored, and finding the 
place convenient for our purpoſes, ( there wanting nothing here 
which wee ſtood in need of, but onely Water, which wee were 
faine to fetch from another Iland, ſomewhat further to the 
South) made our abode here for fixe and twentie whole dayes 
together. 

The firſt thing wee did, wee pitched our Tents, and intren- 
ched our ſelves as ſtrongly as wee could upon the ſhoare, lelt at 
any time (perhaps) wee might have beene diſturbed by the in- 
habitants of the greater land, _ lay not farre to the __—_ 
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The World encompaſted, 


pairing of ſome Iron-hooped Caskes, without which they could 
not long- have ſerved our uſe : And for chat our Smiths coales 
were all ſpent long before this time, there was order given, and 
followed,for the burning of Charcoalc,by which that want might 
be ſapplyed. 

Wee trimmed our Shippe , and performed our other buſi- 
nefles, to our content : . The place affobrding us not onely all 
neceſſarics { which wee had not of our owne before ) there. 
unto , .but. alſo wonderfull refreſhing to our wearied: bodies; 
by the comfortable: relicte - and excellent proviſion that here 


wee found : Whereby, of ſickly, weake, and decayed, (as ma- 


ny of us ſeemed to be, before our comming hither ) wee in 
ſhort ſpace gtew all of us to be ftrong, luſtie, and healrhfull per- 
ſons. Beſides this, wee had rare experience of Gods wonderfull 
wiſedome., in many rare and admirable creatures, which here 
vee ſaw. 

The whole Iland is a through: growne Wood ; the Trees, 
for the mot part, are of large and high ſtature, very ſtraight, 
and cleane without boughes, ſave onely in-the very top ; the 
leaves. whereof, are not much unlike our Broomes in England. 
Amonglt theſe Trees, night by night, did ſhew themſelves an 
infinite ſwarme of fierie-ſceming Wormes, flying in the Aire g 
whoſe bodics ( no bigger than an ordinarie Flic ) did make a 
ſhew, and give ſuch light, as if every twigge on every Tree had 
beene a lighted Candle ; or, as. if that.place had beene the ſtar. 
ric Spheare. 

To: theſe, wee may adde the: relation 'of another, almoſt as 
ſtrange a creature, which here wee ſaw ; and that, was an in- 
numerable -multitade .of huge Bats, or Reare-Miee, equalling (or 
rather exceeding) a good Henne in. bignefſe ; They flye with 
marvellous ſwitrnefle, but rheir flight is very ſhort, and when 
they light, they. hang onelv by the boughes, with their backes- 


 downeward. 


Neither may wee, without ingratitude, (by reaſon of the ſpc- 
call uſe wee made of them) omit to ſpeake of the huge mutrirude 


ofa certaine Kinde of Cray-fiſh, of ſuth a ſize, that one was ſuſhi» 


cit to ſatisfic foure hungry menara Dinner, being a very mu and 
I, 


| ward of us; . After wee had provided thus for our ſecuririe ; 
I579. wee landed ourgoods , and had a Smiths Forge ſect up , both 
ma—— fr the making of ſome. neceſlaric Ship-worke, and for the re- 
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reſtorative meat; the eſpeciall meane (as wee conceived it) of our gw 
encreaſc of health. I579. 

They are (as farre as wee could perceive?) utter ſtrangers 
to the' Sea, living alyzayes on the Land ; where they worke 
themſelves Earths , as doe the- Conies ; or rather, they digge 
great and' huge Caves under the rootes of the moſt huge and 
—_—— Trees , where they lodge themſelves: by companics 
together, 

Of the fame ſort and kinde , wee found -( in other placey, 
about the Iland- Celebes ) ſome, that for want of other refage, 
when wee came to take them , did climbe up into Frees to: hide 
themſelves z whither wee were enforced to climbe after them, 
if wee would have them; which wee would not ſticke to doe, 
rather than to be without them. This Iland wee called Crab- 

Hand. | 

All neceffarie cauſes of our'ſtaying longer -in'this place, be- 
ing at laſt finiſhed , our Generall prepared to. be 'in'a 'readi- 
nefſe, to take the firſt advantage of the comming of the Brize, 
or Winde, which wee-expeted : and having 'the day before 
furniſhed our ſelves with freſh Water from the other Iland, 
and taken in proviſion of Wood , and the like z December Decemb, 12. 
the twelfth wee pur to Sea,, direfting our courſe toward the 
Welt. 

The ſixteenth day wee had fight of the Tland Ce/dbes, or Si. Decewb. 16. 
ltbis + but having a bad Winde, and bcing cnranglcd amor : 
many Ilands, encumbred alfo with many other diiticulcics , pou. 
ſome dangers, and at laſt meeting with a deepe Bay , out of 
which wee -conld not in three dayes turne out againe, wee could 
not by any meanes recover the North of Sil, or conti- 
nue on our courſe further Weſt, but were enforced to alter 
the ſame toward the South ; finding that courſe alſo ro bee 
both diificult, and very dangerous, by reaſon of many Shoaleg, 
which lay farre «ff, here and there among the Ilands : info» 
much, that in all' our paſſages from England hitherto, wee had 
.never more care to keepe our ſelves afloate, and from ticking 
GN thems ; 

Thus were wee forced to w—_—_ and -downe with extra- ; 
ordinarie carc and circumfpeQtion, till /anxary the 9. at which Jan 9. 
time, wee ſuppoſed that wee had ar laſt atrained a free paſlage,

would our life have, beene worſe than death, not alone in reſpe& 
of our wofall capiivitic, and bodily miſeries, but moſt of all, in 
relpet of our Chriſtian libertie 3 being to be deprived: of all 
publique mcanes of ſerving the true God, and continually grie- 
ved with, the horrible impieries and divclliſh Idolattics of the

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Our miferie being thus manifeſt, the very conſideration whetes wamnoms 


of muſt needes have ſhaken fleſh and bloud, if faith in Gods 


promiſes had not mightily -ſiſtained us; we paſt the night with ® 


earneſt longings, that che day would cnce appeare : the meane 

time wee ſpent in'ofttn prayers, and other godly exercilcs, there- 

by comforting our ſclves ,- and refreſhing our heatts ; ſtriving to 

bring our ſelves to an humble ſubmiffton under. the hand of 

God F and to a referring our ſelves wholly to his good will and 
CAalUrcs 

The day therefore at length appearing ,-and it 'being'almoſt 
full Sea about that time; after wee had given thankes to God 
for his forbearing of us hitherto, and had with teares called upon 
him to bleſfe our labours ; wee againe renewed our travaile, to ſee 
if wee could now poffibly fiade any Anchor-hold, which wee had' 
formerly ſonght in vaine. But this ſecond attempt prooved as 
fruitleſle as the former , and left us nothing to truſt to, but' 
prayers and teares ; ſecing it appeared impoſltdle, that ever the 
fore-caſt , counſaile , policie, or power of man could ever cffe& * 
the deliverie of our Shippec , except the Lord onely miraculouſly 
ſhould doe the ſame. | 

It was therefore preſently motioned , and by generall voice 
determined to commend our caſe -to God alone ; leaving our: 
{elves wholly in his -hand, to ſpill of ſave us, as ſeemed beſt tor 
his gracious wiſedome: And that our faith might-be che ber-' 
ter {trengthened , and the comfortable apprehenſion of Gods: 
mercie in Chriſt -bee more clearely felt ; wee had a Sermon, 
and the Sacrament of the Bodic and Bloud of onr: Saviour cc- 
lebrated. 

After this ſweet repat-was thus received , and other holy 
Exercifes adjoyned, were ended ; leſt wee ſhould feeme guiltic in ' 
any reſpe tor not uſing all lawfull mcanes wee could invent, wee 
fell to one other practite yer unaſſayed ; ro wit y to unloading of 
Our Shippcy by caſting ſome of her goods into the Sea z: 'Which 
thing, as it was attempted molt willingly, ſo wasit difpaehed in 
very ſhort time z So that ever thoſe things'which wee before this? 
time, nor any other in our caſe, could be without , did now ſeeme' 
as things onely worthy 'to be deſpiſed :' yet, wee wete herein: fo 
forward, that neither out Munition for defence, nor theveryMeale - 
for ſuſtentation of our livesz could finde favour withias z' but every : 
thing, as it firſt came to hand, went over-board z ay 4 
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———-- ſ{clves of this, That if it pleaſed God once to deliver us out 'of

us againſt our enemies, neither would hee ſuffer us to periſh for 
want of Bread, 

But when all was done, it was not any o;' our endeavours, bur 
Gods onely hand that wrought our deliverie; 'twas hce alone that 
brought us even under the very {troake of death ; *twas hee alone 
thar ſaid unto us, Returne againe ye ſornes of men ; *twas hee alone 
chat ſet us at libertie againe, that made us ſafe and free, after thac 
wee had remained in the former miſerable condition the full 
ſpace of twentic houres; to his glorious Name be the everlatting 

rayſc. | | | | 

4 The manner of our .deliverie ( for the-relation of it will eſpe- 
cially be expeRed ) was onely this. The place whereon wee fate 
{o faſt, was a firme Rocke in a cleft, whereof it was wee ſtucke 
on the Larbord ſide : at low water, there was not above ſixe toot 
depth in all, on the Staxbord ; within little dittance (as you have 
heard ) no bottome to 'be found : the Brize, Garing the whole 
time that wee thus were ſtayed, blew ſomewhat ſtiffe direaly 
againſt our broad ſide,and ſo perforce kept the Shippe upright ; 
It pleaſed God, in the beginning of the Tyde, while the water 
was, yet almoſt at loweſt, to ſlacke the itiffencſle of the Winde 
and now our Shippe, who required thirteene foot water t 
make her fleet, and had not at that time, on the one fide, above 
ſeven at moſt, wanting her proppe on the other fide, which 
had too long alrcadic kept her up, fell a heeling towards the 
_ e water, and by that meanes freed her Keele, and made us 
glad men. | 

This ſhoale is at leaſt three or foure leagues in length ; it lyes in 
two degrees, lacking three or foure minures, South latitude. The 
day of this deliverance, was the 10. of [anuary. 

Of all the dangers that in our whole Voyage wee met with, 
this was the greateſt ;. but ic was not. the laſt, as may appeare 
by. what enſueth-. Neither could wee indeed, for a long ſeaſon, 
free our ſelves. from! the continuall care and feare of them ; nor 
tould wee ever come to any convenient anchoring , but were 
continually (for the moſt. part ) toſt among the many Ilands 
and Shoales, { which lye in infinite. number, round about, on 
the Sauth: paces: of Gelcbes )) rill the cight day of the following 
moncethe- E |

that moſt deſperate firait wherein wee wer, hee would fight for 
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the tempeſt and fearing of the dangers, wee let fall our anchors 
upon a thoahke in 3. degrees 30. minutes» 

Tanuary the 14. we were gotten alittle farther South, where at 
an Iland in 4. degrees 6: minutes wee againe catt anchor and ſpent 
a day in watering and wooding. | 

After this wee met with foule weather, Weſterly winds, and 
dangerous ſhoales for many dayes together : inſomuch that wee 
wete utterly weary of this coaſt of S:/lebss, and: thought beſt to 
beare with Timor, The Southermoſt Cape of Sihebi itands in 5. 
degrees that ſide the Line. 

_ But of. this Coalt of Sifebis wee.could not ſo cafily cleare our 
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Iarnary the 12. being not able to beare our ſayles by reaſon of maoo—_—

The 20. of fannary wee were forced to runne with a ſmall Iland. 7g; 26; 


not farre from thence z where having ſent-our Boat a good di- 
tance from us to ſearch out a place where wee might anchor : we 
were ſuddenly environed with no ſmall extremitics, for there a» 
roſe a moſt violent, yea an intollerable flawand ſtorme out of the 
Southweſt againſt us, making us ( who were ona lee ſhoare a» 


mongſ moſt dangerous and hidden ſhoales) to feate extreamely | 


not onely the lofle of our Boat and men, but the preſent lofſe of 
our ſelves, our ſhippe and goods, or the caſting of thoſe men 
whom God ſhould ſpare, into the hands of Infidels. Which mi. 
ſery could not by any power or induſtry of ours have beene a- 
voided, if the mercifull goodnefle of Gad had not { by ſtay- 
ing the outragious extremities wherewith wee were ſet upon) 
wrought our preſent delivery, by whoſe _unſpeakeable mercy 
our men and Boat alſo were. unexpeQedly , yet ſafely, reſtored 
unto us. | 

Wee gate off from this place as well 2s wee could, and- conti- 


nued on our.courſe till the 26. day, when the winde tooke us, 7ay, 26,. 


very ſtrong againſt us, Weſt and Welt South-well, ſoas that wee 
could. you! no more. ſaile, till the end of that moneth was full 
expired, | | 

February the 1. wee faw-very high land, and asit ſeemed well 
inhabited, wee would faine have borne with ity *to have gor 
ſome ſucccur ; but the weather was ſo ill, that wee could finde 
no. harbour, and wee were very fearefull of adyenturing our 


ſelves too farre, amongſt the many dangers which were necre 
M 


the ſhoaxe, 
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The third day alſo wee ſaw a little land; but being unable to 
beare any ſayle, but onely to lye at hull, ee were by the ſtorme 
carried away, and could not fetch it. | | 

February the 6, wee ſaw five Ilands, one of them towards the 
Eaſt, and foure towards the Welt of us, one bigger than another ; 
at the biggelt of which wee caſt anchor, and the next day watred 
and wooded. \ 

Afecr wee had gone hence,on February the 8. wee defcried two 
Canowes ; who having deſcried us,as it ſeemes, before, came wil- 
lingly unto us, and talked with us, alluring and conducting us to 
their Towne,not farre off;named Barative : it ſtands in 7,degrees, 
x 3. minutes, South the line. mw 

The people. are Gentiles, of handſome bodie , and comely 
ſtature , of civill demeanonr , very juſt in dealing , and cours 
teous to ſtrangers ; of all which wee had evident proofe, they 
ſhewing rherhſelves moſt glad of our comming , and cheare- 
fully readie to relieve our wants, with whatſoever their Coun- 
rrey could affoord. | The men goe all naked, fave their heads 
and ſecret parts , every one having: one thing or other hanging 
at his cares. Their women are covered from the middle ro the 


foot , wearing upon their naked armes Bracelets, and that in no 


flnall mmber, ſome haying nine'at [caſt upon cach arme, made for 
the molt part of Hotne or Brafſe, whereof the lighteſt (by our 
eſtimation) would weigh two ounces. | < 
With this-people, Linnen Cloth (whereof they make Rolls for 
their heads, and Girdles to weare about their loynes ) is the beſt 
Merchandiſe, and of greateſt eſtimation : They are alfo much de- 
lighted with Margareta's, (which in their language they call $a- 
leta ) and ſuch otherliketrifles. nt | 
* Their Iland is both rich and fruitful, rich"in' Gold, Silver, 
Copper, Tinne, Sulphure, &c. Neyrther are they onely expert to 
erie thoſe Metrtals, bat very skilfull alſo in working of them ar- 
tificially, into diverſe formes and ſhapes, as pleaſeth them beſt, 
Their.fruits. are diverſe likewiſe, and plentifull ; as, Nutmegs, 


- Ginger, long Pepper; Limons, Cucumbers, Cococs, Figoes, 


. 


Sagu, with diverſe other forts z whereof wee had one in reafo- 
nable quantitie, in bigneſſe, forme, and huske, much like a Bay- 
berry, hard in ſubſtance, bur pleaſant in tafte, which being ſod, 
becommeth ſoft; and is a moſt profitable. and nonriſhing meate. 
Of. each of theſe wee received of them, whatforver wee _ 
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for our need 2: inſomuch, that (ſuch was Gods gracious g00d- m_—— 
neſſe to us ) the old Proverbe was verificd with as; After « 1579» 
ftorme, commeth a calme z after Warre, peace ; after ſcarcitie, follow= 
eth plentie : So thatina'! our Voyage, ( Terenate onely excepted) 
from our departure out of our owne Countrey hitherto , wee 
found not any where greater comfort and refreſhing, than wee 
did at this time, in this place : In refreſhing and furniſhing our 
ſelves, here wee ſpent two dayes, and departed hence February Febr, 10« 
the tenth, 

When wee were come into. the height of eight degrees, 
foure minutes, February the 12. in the morning , wee eſpyed a Febr. 1t, 
greene Iland to the Southward ; not long after , two other 
lands, on the fame fide ; and a great one, more, towards the 
North : They ſcemed all to be well inhabited ; but wee had 
oye necd nor deſire to goe-to viſit them, and io wee paſt 

y them. # 

The 14. day wee ſaw ſome other reaſonable bigge lands : and Febre 14» } 
February 16. wee paſt betiweene foure or five bigge Ilands more, Febr. 16, 
which lay in che height nine degrees, fortie minutes» 

The 18. wee caſt anchor under a little land , whence wee de- Febr. 18, 
parted againe the day tollowing.: Wee wooded hete, but other 19- 


reliefe,except two Turtles, wee received none« 


The 22. day wee loſt ſight of three Ilands on our Starboard fide, Febr. 22} 
which lay in ten degrees,and ſome odde minutes. 
After this, wee paſt on to the Weltward, without ſtay, or 
any thing to be taken notice of, till the 9, of earch : when, in March 9 
the morning, wee efpyed Land, ſome part thereof very high, in 
eight degrees, twentie minutes , South latitude : Here wee an» 
chored that night, and the next day weighed againe, and bearing Adarch 1s; 
further North , and neerer the ſhoarc, wee came to anchor the | 
ſecond time. | : 
The 11. of «Harch wee firſt tooke in water, and after ſent March 11, 
our Boat againe to ſhoare,where wee had traffique with the peo= 
ple of the Countrey : whereupon the ſame day, wee broughe our 
Shippe more neere the Towne ; and having ſettled our ſclves 
there that night, the next day our Generall ſent his man aſhoare, ayarch 14; 
to preſent the King with certaine Cloth, both Linnen and Wool- . Bs, 
len, beſides ſome Silkes ; which hee gladly and thankefully recei- 
ved, and returned Rice,Cocoes, Hennes, and other vials, in way 
of recompence» This Iland 0” "I to be the Nand my 
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the middle whereof, ſtands in 7: degrees, and 304 minutes , be= 
yond the Equator. | 

The 13. of March, our Generall himſclfe, with many of his 
Gentlemen, and others, went to ſhoare, amd preſented the King 
(of whom hee was joyfully and lovingly received ) with his 
Mauſicke ; and ſhewed him the manner of our uſe of Armes, by 
training his men with their Pikes, and other Weapons, which 
they had before him. For the preſent , wee were entertained as 
wee deſired; and at laſt diſmiſſed, with a promiſe of more.vicuals - 
to be ſhortly ſent us. 

In this Iland there is one chiefe, but many under Governours,or 
pettic Kings, whom they call: Rai's, who live in great familiaritie 
and friendthip one with another. 

The 14-day wee received victuals from two of them : and the 
day after that, towit, the 15, three of theſe Kings, in their owne 
perſons, came aboard to ſee our Generall, and to view our Shippe 
and warlike munition. They were well pleaſed: with what the 
ſaw, and with the cntertainement which wee gave thei. Andaf. 
ter theſe had beene with us,and on their returne had (as it ſcemes)- 
related what they found, Rais Donen,the chicefe King of thewhole 
Land, bringing yituals with him for our rclicfe; hee alſo, the next - 
day after, came aboard us. 

Few were the dayes, that one or more of theſe Kings did mille 


toviſitus z inſomuch, that wee grew acquafited with the. names 


of many of them; as, of Reia Pataiara, Raia Cabocapalli, Raia 
FMangbango, Reia Becabarra, Raia Timbanton : whom our Gene- - 
rall alwaycs entertained with the beſt cheare that wee could 
make, and (hewed them all the commodities of our Shippe, with 
our O:dnance, and other Armes and —_—_ and the ſcverall 
furnitures belonging to each, and the uſes tor which they ſerved ;-- 
his Muſicke alſo, and all things cl{c, whereby hee might doe them | 
pleaſure ; wherein they tooke- exceeding - great: delight y with 
admiration... | 

One day amongſt the reft, (viJ-L, March 21.) Raia Donan 
comming aboard us, in requitall of our Muſicke, which was 
made tor bim., preſented our Generall with his Countrey Mu- 
ficke ; which though it were of a very ſtrange kinde, yer-the 
ſound was- pleaſant and delightfall, The ſame day, hee eauſcd . 
an Ore alſo to be brought to the waters ſide, and delivered to- 
as;. for which, hee was to his content rewarded by our gg of 
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with divers ſorts of yery coſtly Silkes, which hee held in great 
clteeme. | 1530, 

Though our often giving- entertaincment in this manner, TT 
aid hinder us much in the ſpeedie diſpatching of our buli- 
neſſes, and made us ſpend the more dayes about them , yet 
here wee found all ſuch convenient helpes , that to our con. 
tents wet at laſt ended them : the marcer-of greateſt impor. 
tance which wee did: ( beſides viRualling ) was the new trim. 
ming and waſhing of-our ſhippe,. which by reaſon of our long 
voyage was ſv overgrowne with a kind of ſhell-tth ticking faſt 
unto her, that it hindred her exceedingly, and was a great trou- 
ble to her ſayling., 

The pcople (as arc their Kings) are aloving, a very truc, and a 
jal dealing people. Wee traſhiqued with them for Hehs, Goares, 
Cocoes, P.antons, and other kindes of victuals, which they offe=- 
red us in ſuch plenty, that wee might have laden our ſhippe if wee 
had needcd. . 

Wee tooke our lcaves, and departed from them, the 26. of March 26, 
e March, and ſet our courſe Welt Soath-wcelt, diretly towards 
the Cape of good hope, or Bon Eſperance, and continued with- 
our touch of ought, but airc and water, till the 21. of Afsy, Aſay 21s 
when wee eſpycd land (to wit, a part of the maine of «4. * 
frica ) in ſome places very high, under the latitude of 31. degrecs 
and halfe. | | 

Wee coaſted along till June 15. on which day, Having very 7,yz 15, 
faire weather, and the winde at South-caſt, wee paſt rhe Cape 
ir ſelfe ſo neere in ſight, that wee had beene able with our pieces 
to have ſhot to land, | 

Jely 15. wee fell with the land againe about Rio de Sefto, where {uly Te. 
wee {aw many Negroes in their Boates a fithing, Whereof one 
cam? very nzere us, but wee.cared not to ſtay, nor had any talke or 
dealing with them. | ; 

The 22+ of the ſame moneth, wee came to Sierra Leona, and Jyly 22. 
ſpent two dayes for watering in the mouth of T agorne, and then 
put to Sea agiine ; here alſo wee had Oiſters, and plenty of Limons, 1xly 24. 
which gave us good refreſhing. | | 

Wee found our ſelves under the Tropicke of {ancer, Auguſt 15. , 4,,, f x5 
having the windeat North-eaſt, and wee 50. leagues off fromthe , +2, uf 
neereſt land. - 

The 22+day we were ia the height of the (anariess - : 
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And the 26. of September, (which was Munday in the juſt and 
ordinarie reckoning of thoſe that had ftay.d at home in one place 
or Countrey , but in our computation was the Lords day, or Sun- 
day ) wee lafely, with joyfull mindes and thankefull hearts to 
God, arrived at Plwonth, the place of our firſt ſetting forth ; after 
wee had ſpent two yeeres, ten moneths, and ſome few odde dayes 
beſide , in ſecing the wonders of the Lord inthe Deepe, in diſco- 
vering ſo many admirable things, in going — with ſo many 
ſtrange adventures, in eſcaping out of ſo many dangers, and over 
comming ſo many difficulties, in this-our encompaſling of this 
nether Globe, and paſſing round about the World , which wce 
have relatcd. : |
